LONDON,  Aug.  21.— Premier  Lloyd  George  has  written  to  the 
brew  to  the  effect  that  the  discussion  of  certain  highly  controversial , 
point*  hi  his  recent  speech  in  the  House  of  Commons  has  obscured 
other  part*  which  are  of  vital  concern  to  the  country  and  deserve  full 
discussion  before  parliament  is  asked  to  legislate  thereon. 

He  accordingly  furnishes  a  summary  of  the  government's  pro- 
gramme as  set  forth  in  his  speech/  adding  several  proposals,  to  which 
he  says  he  did  not  have  time  to  refer  in  Ins  speech. 

One  proposal  it  to  establish  a  department  of  standards  to  promote 
and  assist  standardixation  in  technical  trade  matters,  which  he  regards 
es  increasingly  important  to  British  industry. 

Another  point  is  bis  intention  to  introduce  legislation  to  secure 
ademiati  measures  permanently  to  protect  the  public  from  the  harmful 
effects  of  trusts  and  combines,  should  such  plan  become  advisable. 
Ms  mention  of  this  subject  in  bis  speech  referred  to  only  a  period  of 
sis  months  under  the  profiteering  act

BOLSHEVIKI  KILL

LONDON,  Aug.  21.  —  The 
Bolsheviki  have  plundered  the 
town  of  Stanisas,  in  the  district 
of  the  Upper  Don  River,  ac- 
cording to  advices  reaching 
here. 

Cruelties  were  inflicted  on 
the  population  by  the  Bolshe- 
viki, who  art  reported  to  have 
killed  children  in  their  cradles 
and  to  have  burned  old  people. 

In  the  towns  of  Migulinskais 
and  Kaxanskaia,  in  the  same  re- 
gion, the  advices  add,  five  thous- 
and persons  have  been  executed 
and  more  than  800  have  been 
ruit  to  death  in  the  surrounding 
country.

EDMONTON.  Alta.,  Aug.  21.— Furs 
valued  at  $600,000  passed  through 
Edmonton  Thursday  (rom  Fort  He* 
Murray,  being  a  shipment  collected 
during  the  year  In  the  north  country 
and  consigned  to  various  parts  of 
America  and  Eurtpe. 


The  bill  regulating  the  hours  and 
wages  for  employment  of  workers  and 
the  minimum  rate  of  wages  to  be  paid. 
and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  regulate  the  same.  which 
was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  August  18.  contains  an  order 
that  the  number  ot  working  hours  shall 
be  exclusive  of  the  intervals  provided 
for  meals,  and  that  any  working  week 
Mhall  not  exceed  48  hours. 

Power  to  grant  exceptions  Is  Klven  to 
the  Home  Secretary  or  Minister  of 
Labor  when  recommended  by  the  Joint 
industrial  council,  a  eoneltlaUon  board 
or  the  trade  board  of  organisations  of 
and  employer*.  Any  time 
worked  In  excess  of  the  statutory  work- 
ing week  shall  be  regarded  as  overtime. 

The  decision  regarding  overtime 
which  may  be'  worked  rests  with  the 
Home  Secretary  or  Minister  or  Labor, 
and  payment  for  overtime  shall  In  no 
case  b«  less  than  25  per  cent  In  excess 
it  normal   time  rates. 

The  bill  authorises  -the  appointment 
of  a  commission  for  the  purpose  of  In- 
quiring Into  snd  deciding  rates  of 
wages,  having  regard  to  the  cost  of 
living  m  various  districts,  snd  the 
adoption  of  methods  for  bringing  such 
rates  into  operation,  also  for  inquiring 
'nto  and  granting  exceptions  to  the 
rates  nxed  In  the  case  of  lnlirm  or  In- 
capable workers  and  other  exceptional 
cases,  and  making  recommendations 
with  a  view  of  Introducing  the  neces- 
sary legislation.

LONDON.  Aug.  21.— (Reuter's.)  — 
The  Times  forecasts  that  the  Dardan- 
elles commission's  Anal  report  will 
find  that  Insufficient  consideration  was 

given  to  ensure  proper  safety  at  the 
time  of  the  original  landing  In  1914. 
The  difficulties  at  the  same  time 
were  greatly  underestimated,  and  the 
commission  strongly  criticises  the  at- 
tacks made  at  Ansae  and  Suvla.  The 
failure  Is  largely  attributed  to  faulty 
leadership,  the  report  censuring  sev- 
eral commanders,  particularly  at 
Suvla. 

The  report  unhesitatingly  agrees  with 
the  decision  to  evacuate,  but  states 
that  the  decision  was  unduly  delayed, 
and  expresses  the  opinion  that  Mon- 
roe's view,  confirmed  by  Kitchener, 
ought  to  have  been  decisive.  The 
commission  adversely  criticises  the 
breakdown  of  the  water  supply  and 
the  arrangements  for  evacuation  of 
the  wounded. 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  21. — Inquiries  con- 
cerning the  fixing  of  the  price  ot 
$1.10  a  bushel  for  Canadian  wheat  by 
the  British  Wheat  Commission  are 
still  reaching  Ottawa,  but  the  ex- 
planation of  Mr.  W.  Sanford  Evans, 
glvert  In  an  interview  last  night  in 
Winnipeg,  Is  borne -eut  by  Sir  Oeorge 
Foster,  acting  Prtane  Minister  ana 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce.  Sir 
George  said  tonight: 

"In  so  far  as  I  have  any  knowledge 
of  the  fixing  of  a  price  of  $1.80  a 
bushel  for  Canadian  wheat  by  the 
British  Wheat  Commission,  It  is  en- 
tirely a  matter  of  Internal  arrange- 
ment by  the  British  Government. 

"For  the  last  two  years  the  British 
Government  has  been  buying  the 
whole  of  the  wheat  Imported  and  re- 
selling the  grain  to  the  British  mills. 
Now,  with  the  Idea  of  giving  ilie  pub- 
lic a  nlnepenny  loaf,  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  sell  Canadian  wheat  to  the 
miller  for  $1.80  a  bushel,  and  the 
British  Treasury  will  bear  the  cost  of 
the  additional  sum  which  must  bo 
paid  In  buying  wheat  to  be  imported 
to  Britain." 

In  regard  to  the  payment  of  an 
initial  price  of  $2.15  a  bushel  for 
wheat  to  the  Canadian  farmers  by 
the  Canadian  Wheat  Board,  the  or- 
der-ln-councll  governing  this  opera- 
tion fixes  in  detail  the  following 
prices,  aacordlng  to  grades  and  locali- 
ties:       *

LONDON,  Aug.  21.— Advices  re- 
ceived by  prominent  Poles  in  London 
today  are  to  the  eifect  that  Uenerals 
Petlura  and  Denikine  are  continuing 
their  offensives  respectively  In  West 
and  South  Russia  against  the  Bol- 
sheviki  with   striking   success. 

The  correspondent  was  informed  to- 
day that  General  Denlklne's  advance 
probably  soon  would  connect  htm 
with  the  Allied  troops,  which  would 
be  the  Higntti  for — the  rising  of  the 
entire  Ukraine  against  Bolshevism, 
and  the  driving  back  of  the  Bolshe- 
viki Into  the  desolate  regions  of 
Central   Russia. 

The  Bolsheviki  drive,  which  here- 
tofore haa  been  toward  Omsk,  now  is 
being  centered  against  Turkestan, 
where  the  Bolsheviki  would  be  able 
to  secure  cotton  and  other  supplies, 
of  which  they  would  be  deprived  by 
the  loss  of  the  Ukraine. 

Admiral .  Koltchak's  Ural  Cossacks 
and  his  southern  army  have  been 
forced  back  to  the  Orenburg-Tash- 
kent railway.  The  northern  Siberian 
rear-guards  are  retiring,  and  the  Bol- 
sheviki claim  that  they  have  crossed 
the  Tobot.  river. 

The  latest  information  concerning 
the  strength  and  distribution  of  the 
Bolsheviki  army  is  as  follows: 

"On  the  north  front,  39,000;  west 
front,  167,000;  south  front,  146,000. 
and  east  front.  183,000.  In  addition, 
it  la  estimated  that  they  have  727,000 
men  available  in  the  Interior.     . 

The  Armenians  have  taken  the 
offensive  southeast  of  Kamarla  and 
are  meeting  with  success. 

A  Bolsheviki  communication  re- 
ceived here  this  evening  says: 

"Fighting  Is  proceeding  along  the 
Muiwi— isu  fell— p  -Qui  ndtrewso  f 
ward  the  River  Buna  continues. 

"On  the  southwestern  front,  under 
enemy  pressure,  we  abandoned 
Kaxatin. 

"On  the  front  of  General  Denikine 
(the  anti-Bolshevist  leader  in  the 
south)  after  fierce  fighting  our  troops 
are  retiring  to  new  positions  west  of 
Seuba.  We  have  abandoned  Korenc- 
voe.  Fierce  fighting  continues  near 
Uchboky. 

"On  Admiral  Koltchaa's  front  we 
have  occupied  villages  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Ural  south  of  Lublst- 
chensk.  We  arc  advancing  east  of 
Orenburg."

HALIFAX,  Aug.  21. — The  White 
Star  liner  Baltic,  with  returning 
Canadian  soldiers  and  dependents, 
reached  here  early  this  morning.  She 
brought  753  soldiers,  838  wives  and 
319  children. 

Among  the  officers  returning  on 
the  Baltic  today  was  Major-General 
Donald  M.  Hogarth,  M.P.P.,  .of  Port 
Arthur.  General  Hogarth  said  it  was 
his  purpose  to  get,  back  into  civilian 
life  as  soon  as  possible.  General  Ho- 
garth paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  of 
Sir  A.  E.  Kemp.  who.  he  said,  had 
succeeded  in  co-ordinating  Into  a 
single  effort  the  work  of  the  Cana- 
dian army  In  France  and  England. 
This  was  a  most  essential  thing,  and 
no  man  better  fitted  for  the  Job  could 
have   been   selected,    he   stated.

PREFERENTIAL 
DUTIES 


SEATTLE,  Aug.  31.— Less  than  8 
per  cent,  of  the  airplane  timber  was 
turned  out  by  the  four  "cost  plus", 
corporations  that  were  given  prefer- 
ential rights  and  allowed  to  employ 
soldiers,  Colonel  Stearns'  testimony 
revealed  today.  About  93  per  cent. 
of  the  airplane  stopk  produced  In  the 
Northwest  came  from  private  log- 
ging campa  and  mills. 

Colonel  Stearns  today  Identified  a 
balance-sheet  showing  that  the  con- 
struction cost  to  the  Government  of 
i  railroad  built  Into  the  Olympic 
Peninsula  spruce  country  was  88.743,- 
190.30,  whereas  Its  salvage  only 
wrought  3719,000. 

"The  estimate  was  made  when  the 
British  Government  asked  for  a  set- 
tlement,"   Colonel    Stearns    explained. 
"England  wanted  to  know  how  mucn 
*ihe  owed  ua  for  the  spruce." 

"Walt  a  minute,"  Representative 
W  W.  McGee.  New  York  Republican, 
another  member  of  the  committee, 
exclaimed.  "I  do  not  know  how  you 
feel  about  It.  but  as  a  member  of  the 
U.S.  Congress  I  want  to  say  that,  af- 
ter all  England  suffered  and  sacri- 
ficed and  lost.  I  wish  to  treat  that 
country  fairly.  If  you  want  to  go 
Into  the  details  of  this  estimate,  that 
shows  somewhere  It  Is  proposed  to 
charge  England  with  a  loss  of  •  *,- 
090,000,  the  difference  between  cost 
and  salvage  value,  you  may  do  so.  but 
I  wish  to  warn  you  of  what  you  are 

doing." 

Colonel  Stearns  said  the  estimates 
were  made  low  enough  so  that  the 
American  Government  would  not  be 
"out  of  pocket."  This  fact  was 
known  to  Engtaad.  he  said.

VANCOUVER,     B.    C.    Aug.      21. — 

"Practically  all  except  one  or  two 
organisations  that  are  definitely 
O.B.U.  have  withdrawn  from  the  old 
Central  Labor  Body  In  this  city." 
said  Andrew  Farmlloe,  organiser  for 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
speaking  at  the  meeting  of  the  Van- 
couver Trades  and  Labor  Council , 
(International)  tonight  in  the  labor 
temple.  A  referendum  vote  was  be- 
ing taken  by  the  postal  workers,  said 
Mr.  Farmlloe,  this  union  still  being 
affiliated  with  the  old  labor  body, 
and  the  result  of  this  vote  would  be 
announced   on   August   28. 

The  longshoremen  of  the  city  had 
withdrawn,  but  they  had  not  yet  been 
asked  to  Join  the  new  organisation. 
The  street  railwayman  were  also  ex- 
pected to  act  on  this  question' 
through  a  referendum.  The  hotel 
and  restaurant  employers  had 
Jointed  the  new  council  after  taking 
a  vote.  Some  of  the  steam  engineers, 
sbout  one  hundred,  were  carrying  on 
under  their  old  International  char- 
ter. 

Credentials  for  membership  were 
received  and  accepted  from  the  team- 
sters, milk  driver*  snd  dairy  em- 
ployees, bollermakers.  machinists* 
musicians,  hotel  and  restaurant,  bar. 
bars,   bookbinders,     butchers,     steam 


and  operating  engineers,  progressive 
home  workers,  boot  and  shoo  work- 
ers, and  theatrical  stage  employees. 

The  nominations  of  officers  was 
proceeded  with  and  the  election  of 
these  will  take  place  at  the  next 
meeting.  September  4.  There  were 
three  named  for  president:  J.  Poole, 
teamsters;  John  Sully,  machinists, 
and  O.  Hansen,  moving  picture  oper- 
ators. J.  H.  McVety.  was  nominated, 
but  declined.  He  said  that  he  had 
been  president  about  ten  times,  of 
the  old  organisation,  and  while  will- 
ing to  assist  la  every  way  possible  he 
did  not  desire  to  stand  for  thin  of- 
fice. .

LONDON,  Aug.  31. — The  Imperial 
preference  goes  into  effect  on  September 
1.  The  commissioners  of  customs  have 
Issued  a  list  of  articles  produced  in 
the  British  Empire  to  which  preferen- 
tial rates  are  applicable,  as  follows: 

Tea.  cocoa,  coffee,  chicory,  currants, 
dried  and  preserved  fruits,  sugar,  glu- 
cose, molasses,  saccharine,  motor  spirit 
and  tobacco,  pay  five-sixths  of  a  full 
rate  of  duty.  Motor  cars,  musical  in- 
strument's, clocks,  watches  snd  clnev 
mstograph   films   pay    two-thirds. 

Wine  not  exceeding  30  degrees  proof 
spirit  will  pay  80  per  cent  of  the  full 
rate,  and  wine  exceeding  30  degrees 
pays  68  2-6.  On  unbottled  still  wines 
50  per  cent  of  the  full  rate  of  the  addi- 
tional  duty   will   be  charged. 

On  spirits,  preference  will  be  given 
by  means  of  Increasing  the  duties  on 
spirits  not  produced  in  the  Empire  by 
four  shillings  per  gallon  on  perfumed 
spirits,  three  shillings,  fourpence  a  gal- 
lon on  liquors  and  half  a  crown  per 
gallon   on  spirits  of  other  descriptions.

All 
those  notable  In  the  civilian  and  mili- 
tary population  of  Montreal  attended 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  funcUons  In 
the  annals  of  this  city. 

In  his  address.  General  Currie  gave 
a  aeries  of,  reminiscences  of  the  war. 
and  concluded  with  ar#  explanation  of 
the  last  few  days  of  the  conflict, 
pointing  out  why  the  Canadian  corps 
had  persevered  In  the  fight  to  the  last 
moment,  taking  and  occupying  Mons 
at  a  time'  when  the  announcement 
came  that  the  armistice  had  been 
signed  and  the  enemy  beaten.  This. 
General  Currie  said,  had  been  done 
under  direct  orders  from  Marshal 
Foch.  Oenerai  'Currie  paid  high 
tribute  to  the  work  of  the  Montreal 
battalion*  at  the  front,  and  had 
especial  praise  for  General  Sir  Fred- 
erick Loomis  and  the  Highland  Bri- 
gade from  Montreal. 

The  General's  health  was  proposed 
by  General  Armstrong,  who  spoke  of 
the  work  done  by  the  Canadian  corps 
commander.  The  other  notable  ad- 
dress was  by  Hon.  C.  J.  Doherty,  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  who  proposed  a  toast 
to  the  soldiers  who  never  returned. 
This  was  drunk  In  silence. .  The  func- 
tion wee  ended  by  the  singing  of  the 
National  Anthem.

HGHT  WITH  GERMANS 

COPENHAGEN,  Aug.  21.— Colli- 
sions between  German  and  American 
sailors  on  Tuesday  at  Neufahrwasser 
resulted  In  the  wounding-  of  several 
civilian*  and  one  German  seamen, 
according  to  Danzig  dispatches  re- 
ceived here  today.  Neufahrwasesr  Is 
a  seaport  four  miles  north  of  Danslg. 

The  disorders  grew  out  of  a  quarrel 
In  a  dance  hall  Monday  night,  accord- 
ing to  these  dispatches.  Americans 
involved  in  the  disturbance,  which 
wad  continued  In  the  street*  after  the 
sailor*  left  the  dance  hall,  returned 
to  their  ship,  the  destroyer  Bale. 

On  Tuesday  seamen  on  leave  from 
the  German  cruiser  Frankfort  came 
to  blow*  with  American  sailors,  and 
it  Is  said  civilian*  also  attacked  the 
American*. 

The  Americans,  supported  by 
French  seamen  from  the  destroyer 
Claymore,  charged  the  crowds.  Shots 
are  said  to  have  been  fired  from  the 
Claymore,  wounding  four  Germans 
slightly. 

Frontier,  guards  dispersed  the 
crowds,  and  the  Americans  and  the 
French  returned  to  their  ships. 

FRANCE  MAKES  WAR 

ON  UNDUE  PROFITS 

PARIS,  Aug.  21. — A  recapitulation 
of  prices  for  provisions  st  the  central 
markets  compared  with  retail  selling 
prices  shows  that  the  retailers'  profits 
run  from  25  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent. 

M.  Roy,  the  new  provisions  commis- 
sary, proposes  to  reduce*  these  mar- 
gins through  more  active  competltl'an 
by  the  government.  The  number  of 
huts  from  which  military  stores  are 
sold  direct  to  .the  consumer  will  be 
doubled,  and  provisions  from  govern- 
ment stocks  will  be  withheld  from  all 
merchsnts  who  demand  exoeselve 
prices.

LONDON,  Aug.  21.— Rich  coal 
seams,  estimated  to  contain  Ave  mil- 
lion tons  of  coal  to  the  square  mile 
on  the  surface,  have  been  located  In 
Spitsbergen  by  a  Scottish  expedition 
under  Dr.  W.  8.  Bruce,  according  to 
reports   received   hero. 


Dr.  William  Spears  Bruce  Is  well 
known  as  an  explorer  and  geography 
er.  He  led  an  expedition  which  left 
England  In  If  14  for  geological  and 
hydrographlc  research  In  the  Spits- 
bergen lake*  region. 

STORY  OF  CRUELTY 
AT  HAMILTON  ASYLUM 

HAMILTON,  Ont.,  Aug.  21.— Rela- 
tives of  John  Forbes,  a  returned  sol- 
dier, who  died  in  Hamilton  asylum 
some  months  ago,  after  being  con- 
fined there  for  one  week,  have*  Issued 
a  sensational  statement.  They  allege 
that  they, were  refused  permission  to 
see  the  boy  until  after  he  was  dead. 

They  also  declare  that  when  they 
viewed  the  body  In  an  undertaking 
establishment  the  right  arm  was 
broken,  they  believe  one  of  his  eyes 
wss  gone,  and  that  the  face  and  body 
were  badly  cut  and  bruised.  The  re- 
latives have  demanded  that  a  royal 
commission,  which  Is  to  be  appointed, 
fully  Investigate  the  case.  The  death 
certificate  gave  the  cause  of  death  aa 
■jlcohollsm.

SEATTLE.  Aug.  21. — The  Seattle 
Central  Labor  Council  last  night 
overwhelmingly  defeated  an  effort  of 
radicate  to  place  the  Seattle  labor  ele- 
ment on  reot.'.  d  as  refusing  to  endorse 
the  action  of  Washington's  State 
Federation  of  Labor  officers  In  call- 
ing off  the  One  Big  Union  referen- 
dum vote. 


DROP  IN  EXCHANGE 

WILL  LESSEN  EXPORT 

CHICAGO.  Aug.  81. — The  decrease 
of  value  of  foreign  money  caused  a 
large  curtailment  of  exports  from 
Chicago,  according  to  local  bankers, 
and  this  condition  of  the  foreign  ex- 
port and  money  market,  It  was  stated, 
would  tend  to  reduce  the  price  of 
commodities  here. 

"A  very  large  ourtsflment  In  foreign 
exports  hss  been  caused  by  the  ad- 
vanced value,  of  the  dollar  In  Great 
Britain  and  France,"  Arthur  Rey- 
nolds, vice-president  of  tho  Continen- 
tal and  Commercial  National  Bank, 
explained  today. 

"The  value  of  the  pound  sterling  is 
so  lew  that  It  takes  a  considerable  per- 
centage above  par  for  foreign  buyers 
to  purchsse  commodities  they  for- 
merly bougbt  when  there  wss  not 
such  a  lsrge  difference  In  the  ex- 
change." 

The  value  of  the  pound  sterling  has 
fallen  from  84.10  to  14.12.  the  point 
touched  yeeterday,  It  was  explained. 
Chicago  bonks  loot  between  $400,000 
and  6600,000  yesterdsy  In  the  drop  of 
British  money,  according  to  publish- 
ed report*  in  Chicago  newspaper*  to> 
day. 

This  loos.  It  waa  sold.  Is  the  differ- 
ence in  tho  value  of  drafts  at  the  time 
they  were  deposited  by  American  ex- 
porter* and  their  value  when  paid  by 
foreign  Importers.  Mr.  Reynolds 
stated  that  any  reduction  In  exports 
from  the  United  States  would  tend  to 
reduce  price*  here. 


VANCOUVER.  Aug.  II.— Thirteen 
thousand  men  had  been  placed  in 
work  by  the  Government  Labor  bu- 
reaus in  British  Columbia  between  the 
organization  of  the  department  in  mid- 
February  and  July  31. 

This  is  the  showing  of  the  frae  gov- 
ernment employment  offices,  accord- 
ing to  the  figures  of  Captain  Falkner, 
inspector  of  bureaus.  In  that  time  ap- 
plications for  work  were  received  from 
approximately  22.000  men.  Tho  pre- 
sent situation  is  that  In  the  province 
there  are  1,338  men  registered  as  ap- 
plying for  positions,  while  there  are 
1815  vacant  positions.  The  clash  of 
the  two  sets  of  figure*  Is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  applicant*  and  the  jobs 
do  not  fit. 

In  Vancouver  there  are  more  men 
registered  as  looking  for  work,  968 
last  Saturday,  than  there  are  vacant 
positions,  which  numbered  64S  at  the 
end  of  teat  week. 

Hundreds  of ''men  are  being  placed 
at  work  every  week,  and  the  figures 
show  that  British  Columbia  is  rapidly 
absorbing  the  returning  war  veterans. 
For  tho  week  ending  August  2,  2,465 
soldiers  applied  for  work  and  work 
was  found  for  1,729. 

Civilians  to  tho  number  of  2,686 
applied  and  1.981  found  Jobs.  For 
the  week  ending  August  9.  734  soldiers 
applied  end  618  were  placed  on  pay- 
rolls. Jobs  were  found  for  847  civi- 
lians out  of  659  applications.  Soldiers 
to  the  number  of  690  asked  for  work 
last  week,  and  589  were  shown  to  the 
right  Job,  while  965  civilians  asked  for 
work  and  723  got  It. 

Vaneouver,  of  course.  Is  the  biggest 
centre  In  the  province.  Lest  week  393 
registered  and  383  found  work,  against 
365  civilian*  out  of  845  applications. 

There  are  twelve  employment  cen- 
tres In  the  province,  many  with  wo- 
men's department*,  and  tho  figures 
•re  received  In  Vancouver  for  tabula- 
tion.

The  meeting  waa  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  the  report  of  the 
secretary.  Or.  R.  Magill,  on  his  trip 
overseas  taken  on  the  Instructions  of 
the  Exchange  In  February  last.  The 
subatance  of  the  report  waa  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  instructions  given  by  the  ex- 
change to  the  delegates  were  clear 
and  unambiguous.  You  wanted  an 
open  market  for  the  coming  year,  an 
open  cash  market  and  an  open  mar- 
ket for  trading  for.  future  delivery. 
Your  delegates  went  to  London  to 
do  what  they  could  to  secure  open 
markets. 

"In  London  we  negotiated  with  the 
representatives  of  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment, via.:  the  High  Commissioner 
for  Canada,  Blr  George  Perley;  Dr. 
Robertson  and  Mr.  Lloyd  Harrla, 
chairman  of  the  War  Trade  Commis- 
sion. 

"None  of  these  gentlemen  had  been 
authorized  to  discuss  with  the  Im- 
perial authorities  the  question  of  the 
handling  of  the  coming  crop.  Eventu- 
ally, in  response  to  our  request,  the 
High  Commissioner  and  Dr.  Robert- 
son held  a  conference  with  the  Royal 
Wheat  Commission  on  June  18.

Position  Uncertain 
"Following     the    '  conference      with 
the   Wheat    Commission,    a   letter    has 
been  received  from  the  secrctury  statn 
ing    that    it    is    impossible    at    present 
to  outline  any  specified  buying  policy, 
partly  owing  to  the  crop  situation  of 
both  consuming  and  producing  coun- 
tries still  being  subject  to  large  varia- 
tions,   and    partly    because    it    Is    not 
yet  known  how  far  the  responsibility 
of  the  Royal  Commission  may  extend 
In  making  purchases  on  behalf  of  the 
Allies.     The  Royal  Commission,  there- 
fore,  Is  unable  to  state  what  propor- 
tion   of    the    new    Ddmtnton    crop    it 
will   desire   to   buy.    but   as   the    com- 
mission is  alive  to  the  fact  that  the 
Wheat    Kxport    Company    was    neces- 
sarily a  hindrance  to  the  normal  con- 
duct  of   the   export   trade    during  the 
war,    and    they    desire    to    revive    the 
activity  of  commercial  enterprise,  they 
propose  to  liquidate  the  Wheat  Export 
Company     (Winnipeg)     as    a    trading 
concern    so    that      complete      freedom 
may    be    restored    to    the     Dominion 
grain  trade  to  sell  its  produce  in  the 
simplest  manner  and  without  restric- 
tion of  destination  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

"  'It  la  added  that  i  the  commission, 
•as  at  present  advised,  will  probably 
make  Its  purchases  on  an  to.b.  basis, 
and  as  when  stocks  are  wanted,  and 
it  will  probably  prove  advisable  to 
establish  an  office  at  the  Canadian 
seaboard  to  insure  promptness  in  the 
correspondence  which  must  take  place 
between  London  and  Canada.  The 
Commission  believes  that  an  early 
announcement  that  the  Wheat  Ex- 
port Company  {Winnipeg)  will  cease 
to  operate,  and  that  trade  will  be 
able  to  resume  normal  courses,  will 
remove  that  element  of  uncertainty 
which  we  deprecated:'     r 

To  Purchase  Prom  Trade 
"According  to  this  letter  the  Royal 
Wheat  Commission  proposed  to  pur- 
chase Canadian  "wheat  during  the 
coming  year  from  the  Canadian  grain 
trade,  taking  delivery  at  the  Cana- 
dian seaboard  on  an  f.o.b.  basis;  and 
it  proposed  to  purchase  the  wheat 
from  the  trade  and  as  when  stocks 
were  wanted.  The  commission  did 
not  propose  to  buy  at  Winnipeg. 

"The  proposals  of  the  Royal  Wheat 
Commission,  therefore,  resulted  In 
this — that  the  Canadian  grain  trade 
could  sell  wheat  to  neutral  or  enemy 
countries.  They  could  sell  to  the 
Royal  Wheat  Commission  jat  the  At- 
lantic seaboard  for  the  United  King- 
dbm.  while  for  France  and  Italy  It 
remained  a  question  whether  the 
Royal  Wheat  Commission  would  con- 
tinue to  purchase  for  those  two  coun- 
tries or  leave  them  to  make  their  own 
arrangements. 

"The  proposals  of  the  Royal  Wheat 
Commission   made   possible   the   open- 


cause   they   offered   the  export  outlet 
that  was  necessary.  The  Royml  Wheat 
Commission,  naturally  could  not  state 
how   much  Canadian    wheat   it  would 
huy.    and    the    proposals    made    pre- 
cluded  fixing   the   price  or   Imposing 
any    other    restrictions.      The   reasons 
given,  for  the   proposals  are  that   the 
Royal   Wheat   Commission   desired   to 
revive  ,the  activity  of  commercial  en- 
terprise   and    give    complete    freedom 
to   the    Dominion   grain   trade   to   sejl 
Its    produce    In    the    simplest    manner 
without      restriction      of      destination 
during  the  ensuing  year. 
Market  Opened 
"The  reason  for  taking' delivery  at 
the  seaboard  was  that  tonnage  is  still 
under  control,  both  aa  regards  amount 
of     tonnage    available    for   grain    and 
as    regards    the    port    to    which    -the 
vessel   could   be   ordered.      Buying   at 
the   seaboard,    the   commission    would 
furnish   the   tonnage   and   control   the 
unloading   of   the   boat. 

"The  results  of  this  conference 
were  presumably  in  the  hands  of  the 
Dominion  Government  when  on  the 
7th  of  July  the  .  Government  an- 
nounced that  the  wheat  market  would 
be  opened,  and  following  that  an- 
nouncement the  Winnipeg  market  was 
opened  on  the  21st  of  July.  There  Is 
no  doubt  that  the  Canadian  grain 
trade  could  have  sold  the  Canadian 
surplus  of  wheat  under  the  plans 
proposed  by  the  Royal  Wheat  Com- 
mission, as  outlined  in  the  above 
leter. 

"It  appeared  to  your  delegates,  on 
receipt  of  this  leter.  tha  tthelr  work 
was  done  and  done  to  the*  satisfac- 
tion of  the  grain  trade.  We  could 
not  ask  anything  mere  or  anything 
better. 

Government .  Change*  Pollp' 
"After  the  market  was  opened, 
however,  it  appeared  that  Mr.  Harris, 
Chairman  of  the  War  Trade  Mission, 
believed  that  he  bad  been  authorised 
to  sell  Canadian  wheat,  both  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  to  neutral  coun- 
tries. This  was.  obviously  inconsistent 
with  the  notion  of  an  open  market. 
If  Mr.  Harris  sold  the  wheat  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  neutral  coun- 
tries there  could  not  be  such  a  thing 
as  an  open  market  at  Winnipeg. 
Further,  it  appears  that  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Canada,  Blr  Robert  Bor 
cablegram 


den,  sent  a  cablegram  te  the  Hon. 
Arthur  Slfton,  Instructing  him  to  sell 
50,000,000  to  76,000,000  bushels  of 
wheat.  This  cablegram  was  sent  after 
the  announcement  of  the  Govern- 
ment policy  of  open  market.  Mr. 
Harris  undertook  to  negotiate  this 
sale,  but  the  negotiations  had  not 
opened  or  matured  when,  on  the  28th 
of  July,  the  Canadian  Government 
changed  its  policy  end  closed  the 
market. 

"There  was  no  indication  in  Lon- 
don that  the  Royal  Wheat  Commis- 
sion had  changed  its  mind  In  regard 
to  the  proposals  made  to  the  High 
Commissioner  of  Canada  as  out- 
lined In  the  above  letter,  and  so  far 
as  the  British  Government  is  con- 
cerned, there  was  no  Indication  that 
the  British  Government  had  taken 
the  matter  in  hand.  On  the  contrary, 
the  indications  were  to  the  effect 
that  the  British  Government  would 
probably  take  up  .the  question  of 
wheat  supply  on  or  about  the  5th 
or*«th  of  August — that  is  to  say,  after 
the  Canadian  Government  had  closed 
the  market; " 

"Why    did    the    Canadian      Govern- 
ment  change   its   mind,   first  opening 
the  market  and  then  closing  it?  That 
is  a  matter  for  speculation."

A   WARNING. 


New  York's  Health  Commissioner 
has  Issued  a '  v*»rnlng  to  the  effect 
that  the  Spanish  Influenza  may  be 
expected  to  return  during  the  coming 
Autumn,  and  he  urges  .people  to 
build  ui>  physically  against  the 
epidemic.  Should  It  come  on  this 
continent  It  Is  questionable  if  the 
people  are  any.<  better  prepared  to 
meet  It  than  they  were  last  Winter.  We 
are  to  have  a  Federal  Department  oil 
Health  In  this  Dominion.  The  neces- 
sary legislation  has  been  fussed,  .but 
little  else  has  been  done.  The  officers 
of  the  Department  have  not  been  ap- 
pointed, as  far  as  thet  public  are 
aware,  though  there  la  *no  reason 
whatever  why  there  should  be  any 
delay  In  this  matter,  while  'on  the 
contrary  there'  are  compelling  causes 
Why  there  should  be  studied  plans, 
now  in  force  for  the  conservation  of 

(ealth. 

'  If,  as  seems  not  at  all  improbable, 
there  is  another  outbreak  of  influ- 
ettsa.  both  Governments  and  munlcl- 
palitlee  will  have  to  share  the  blame 
because  preventive  measures  have  not 
been  taken.  Why  nothing  is  being 
done  Is  undoubtedly  through  unwill- 
ingness to  inour  the  expenditure  that 
will  be  Involved.  It  la  a  penny  wise, 
pound  foolish,  policy,  for  last  Winter's 
epidemic  cost  the  world  hundreds  ol 
millions  of  dollars  and  was  responsi- 
ble, within  six  months,  for  more 
deaths  than  occurred  from .  military 
causes  during  the  entire  period  of  the 
Great  \War.  It  was  responsible,  too. 
for  impaired  vitality,  the  effects  of 
which  are  still  apparent  on  the  world's 
production.  It  has  rendered  a  con- 
siderable percentage  of  the  human 
race  more  susceptible  to  disease,  and 
en  this  continent,  and  especially  In 
this  Dominion,  but  little  tangible  has 
been  done  In  the  way  of  prevention  m 
tile  future. 

'Locally  there  Is  an  excellent  move- 
ment afoot  fn  the  decision  to  establish 
a  health  centre  In  the  Saanlch  muni- 
cipality. It  Is  an  example  whjejftfcsght 
well  be  followed  by  every  munici- 
pality. Health  centres,  so  well  as 
,  being  practical  methods  of  combatting 
I  disease  hhoa  It  eventual**,  are  educa- 


hh  it  does  not  say  upon  which  of  the 
Islands  of  the  archipelago  the  coal 
has  been  located.'  Spitsbergen  Is  in 
no  sense  of  the  Word  an  undiscovered 
country.  These  rocky,  barren  and 
snowclad  islands  In  the  solitudes  of 
the  Arctic  have  been  a  hunting 
ground  for -whalers  and  sealers  for  at 
least  four  centuries  -past.  As  long 
ago  as  1827  Spitsbergen  was  used  as 
a  base  by  Parry  for  an'  expedition 
which  brought  him  within  480  miles 
of  the  North  Pole.  It  was  there  that 
Charles  Martins  commenced  his  inves- 
tigations which  led  to  his  historical 
publications  dealing  with  the  present 
ant  past  flora  of  the  earth.  In  fact, 
Spitsbergen  Is  a  treasure  house  of 
discovery,  and  vast  and  important 
knowledge  has  been  accumulated  there 
by  numerous  expeditions. 

The  value  of  the  coal  measures 
located  lies  not  In  the  fact  they  exist, 
for  that  has.  long  been  known, 
but  In  the  possibility  of  working  them 
for  the  benefit  of  the  world.  -  Spits- 
bergen is  an  Icebound  'land.  At  on* 
time  the  archipelago,  which  rises 
from 'a  submarine  platform  that  ex- 
tends from  Bear  Island  northeast- 
wards to  Franx  Joseph  Land,  was 
probably  part  of  an  Immense  Arotio 
continent  connected  with  Greenland 
during  the  Tertiary  period.  The  sea 
around  Spitsbergen  has  a  depth  of 
less  than  100  fathoms,  so  that  Ice 
readily  accumulates  and  the  icebergs 
ahd  pack  Ice  prevent  access  to  the 
shores  at  many  points  except  for  a 
few  months  during  the  year.  It  is 
the  difficulty  of  transportation  which 
will  make  the  mining  of  ooal  on  the 
archipelago  a  problem.  It  Is  even 
questionable  to  what  extent  man 
could  make  a  permanent  dwelling  on 
the  Islands.  There  are  no  Inhabitants 
now,  and  the  attempts  made  in  the 
past  by  Swedes  to  winter  there  have 
for  the  most  part  proved  failures. 
Nose  but  the  Russian  "Pomory."  who 
are  Inhabitants  of  the  Murman  coast, 
'have  succeeded  In  enduring  the 
Arctlo  Winters.  The  full  particulars 
of  the  coal  measures  located  by  Dr. 
Bruce  may  give  some  Indication  of  his 
'views  on  the  possibility  of  commercial 
exploitation.

81, — Returned  men  will  be  extreme- 
ly gratified  to  learn  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  shown  its  appreciation  of 
General  Currie's  splendid  services  by 
promoting  htm  to  the  rank  of  General. 
Ae  this  is  the  first  occasion  that  a 
Canadian  officer  has  been  given  this 
high  rank  the  honor,  is  all  the  more 
appreciated.  General  Currle  has  been 
generally  recognised  by  the  British 
and  Allied  commanders  as  a  soldier 
of  outstanding  ability  and  excep- 
tional military  talent,  and  his  com- 
mand of  the  Canadian  Corps  has 
been  marked  by  conspicuous  eclat. 

The  petty-  criticisms  which  have 
been  actuated  by  motives  of  jealousy 
will  be  shown'  to  have  been  un- 
founded by  facts  on  the  publication 
of  a  report  by  the  German  General 
staff,  which  will  give  General  Currle 
credit  for  tactics ,  which  proved  a 
potent  factor  in  the  smashing  of  the 
Hindenburg  defensive  and  the  con- 
sequent collapse  of  the  Germsn 
army. 

While  returned  men  will  be  plessed 
with  General  'Currie's  promotion  they 
will  be  disappointed  that  his  splendid 
abilities  will  be  confined  to  a  purely 
military  post  ss  Inspector-General, 
a  position  the  scope  of  which  is  very 
limited.  They  have  looked  forward 
to  General  Currle  being  gives)  eome 
position  at  Ottawa  as  their  represen- 
tative, as  one  Intimately  cognisant  -df 
the  problems  and  aspirations  of  re- 
turned men,  and  as  a  friend  who 
would  do  everything  possible  to 
straighten  out  the  many  difficulties 
confronting  their  absorption  into 
civil  life  again. 

There  is  no  disguising  the  fact  that 
thousands  of  men  who  willingly  gave 
their  services  to  the  country  And 
themselves  today  in  impossible  posi- 
tions having  lost  their  businesses  and 
finding  no  opportunity  of  occupation. 
There  is  everywhere  a  strongly  ex- 
pressed   feeling   that    they '  are    not 
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receiving  a  square  deal. 

If  General  Currle  were  given  a 
post  analogous  to  that  held  by  Sir 
Eric  Geddes  In  the  British  Cabinet 
where  he  could  bring  to  the  personal 
attention  of  the  Prime  Minister  mat- 
ters in  every  department  affecting 
the  soldier  It  would  immediately  ap- 
pease the  latent  feeling  of  dissatis- 
faction that  there  is  no  one  in 
Ottawa  fully  apprised  of  the  diffi- 
culties confronting  returned  men  and 
sufficiently  sympathetic  to  endeavor 
to  adjust  the  same.  The  men  have 
confidence  in  Sir  Arthur's  organising 
ability  and  power  to  inaugurate 
policies  that  would  make  for  the 
betterment  of  the  returned  men 
generally.     I 

General  Currle  has  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  men  from  one  coast 
to  the  other,  and  he  could  call  upon 
them  for  loyal  support  and  assistance 
1  in  the  work  of  reconstruction  through- 
out  Canada.

SIECTOF  DEBATE 


Saanich  Councillors  Confer 
With  City  Representatives 
and  Clear  Atmosphere — 
Meet  Oak  Bay  Next  Week, 


Representatives  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  Municipal  Councils  of 
Saanich  and  Oak  Bay  will  meet  in  the 
City  Hall  next  Thursday  night  to  dis- 
cuss the  matter  of  boundary  sewers, 
an  issue  which  has  been  hanging  fire 
for  several  years,  and  which  has  been 
the  cause  of   prolonged  controversy.

"Tha  One  Big  Union  Ides  la,  1  be- 
lieve, wholly  impracticable.  It  has 
been  tried  before  and  faUed,  and 
today  throughout  Western  Cansda 
the  movement  has  proved  to  be  but 
a  flash  in  the  pan.  Undoubtedly 
thoae  behind  the  movement  were 
planning  s  revolutionary  movement, 
the  aim  of  which  was  to  overturn 
constitutional  methods.  Thst  much 
has  been  made  clasr  from  the  Win- 
nipeg strike'.  The  effort  of  the 
O.B.U.  bead,  was  to  seduce  Cana- 
dian labor  from  its  United  States 
sfflllatlon..  From  whst  we  hsve  seen 
on  our  trip  thst  effort*  ha.  failed. 
The  movement  Is  subsiding  and  with 
the  exception  of  wme  of  the  mlnera* 
organizations  and.  s  few  of  the  metal 
workers  It  now  I.  receiving  little  or 
no  .upport." 

In  the  above  manner  was  summed 
up  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Hsyes,  ascretary- 
treasurer  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  one  of  the 
strongest  labor  organisations  In  Am- 
erica, the  re.ult  of  his  observation, 
on  hj.  trip  through  Canada  In  com- 
pany with  Mr.  W.  W.  Barrett,  first 
vice-president  of  the  organisation. 
Both  gentlemen  .arrived  In  the  city 
yesterday,  and  last  night  were  pres- 
ent at  and  addressed  a  meeting  of 
members  of  the  local  Union,  at  which 
every  sngle  of  the  sffalrs  of  the  or- 
ganisation was  discussed.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  meeting  those  pres- 
ent Were  emphatic  in  their  declara- 
tion that  the  opportunity  offered  to 
converse  with  the  International  heads 
had  proved  moat  valuable,  and  the 
wish  was  "freely  expressed"  tlial  mora- 
of  such  meetings  would  result  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Union  In  particu- 
lar   and    organized    labor    in    general. 


titWn**    for    overseas,    though 
tha    United    Statss    .ntersd    tha    war 
the    Union,    there    favored    the    plan 
for  the  United  States  member..    Mr. 
Hayes   stated   that  the    International 
executive  had  sit  along  been  In  favor 
of  assisting  the  Canadian  onions  but 
It  had  to  be  boms  in  mind  that  the 
United    Stats.,    comprising    so    many 
different   nationalities,   required     long 
education   before   the      country     wss 
brought    to    a    stage    where    ell    ele- 
ment,   were   unanimous   upon   enter- 
ing    the   wsr.   and     a     considerable 
amount   of      prejudice    was   removed.

Both    Mr.    Barrett   and    Mr.    Hayes 
expressed    their    belief    thst    within 
tha  next  few  year,  there  would  be  a 
large  increase  in  population   in  Can- 
ada and  a  consequent  lncreaae  In  the 
membership     Of     the     Typographical 
Unton.    They  admitted  that  more  fre-, 
quent     visits     of     the     International 
beads  was  expedient,  for  in  that  way 
headquarter,  would  be  kept  In  closer 
touch  with   the   locals  and   be   more 
cognisant    of    conditions.

Lumni  Bay  Interests  Ask 
Premier  to  Urge  Upon  Com- 
pany Construction  of  Line 
Into  the  Nitinat  Section,

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Both  Canadians 


Both  Mr.  Hayes  and  Mr.  Barrett 
are  Canadian  born.  The  former  was 
a  member  of  the,  craft  thirty-seven 
yeara  ago  in  Winnipeg.  Later  they 
were  elected  to  serve  on  the  Interna- 
tional body,  Mr.  Hsyes  year,  sgo 
going  from  Canada  as  first  vice- 
president  to  Indianapolis,  the  Union's 
headquarters.  Mr.  Barrett,  a  younger 
member  of  the  craft,  is  a  resident  of 
Chicago. 

The  object  of  the  trip,  Mr.  Hayes 
stated.  Was,  In  the  first  place,  to  visit 
the  various  local  unions  throughout 
Canada,  some  fifty  In  number,  a  trip, 
he  admitted,  stimulated  by  the  out- 
burst of  the  One  Big  Union  Idea  in 
Western  Canada  and  the  attacks 
made  by  that  organisation  upon  the 
International    organisation. 

"One  of  the  aims  of  the  O.B.U.  i. 
to  alienate  Canadian  organised  labor 
from  that  of  the  United  States.  It  is 
to   be  noted   however,  that  they  pro- 
fess to  be  working  for  the  solidarity 
of   labor.      If   that    Is   the   case   their 
argument    is    a    strong    one    for    the 
present    system    of    International    or- 
ganization   for    the    reason    that    un- 
doubtedly, "organised    labor    on    this 
continent  la  the  atronger  by  virtue  of 
Its    International    relationship.       On. 
of  their  argument,  la  that  Canadian 
labor  ahould  not  aend  its  due.  to  the 
United    States    because    they    do   not 
get   adequate   returns  therefrom  and, 
they  assert,   we   International  officers 
are    drawing  large  salaries  In  return 
for   which    the    contributing   worker. 
secured   no  benefit.     Well  a.  to  that 
we    official,    feel    we    are    entitled    to 
more  salary  In  view  of  the  increasing 
coat  of  living.     But  seriously.   It  la  s 
pertinent  question   to  ask  the  source 
of  the   money   being   secured   by  the 
leaders    of    the    O.B.U.      Wo    know 
where    the    International    officers    get 
theirs;    we     don't    know     where     the 
O.B.U.    agitators    secure    theirs." 
Unrest  Prevails 
At     the     same     time,     Mr.     Hayes 
stated,  there  is  undoubtedly  much  un-> 
rest    among    not    alone    members    of 
organized      labor,      but     among     all 
classes.     The   wages  now  being  paid, 
while  higher  than   those   paid   before 
the   war.   are   yet,    In   view     of     the 
mounting  cost  of  living,  actually  less 
In      purchasing     power     than     then. 
While  that  unrest  continues  there  la 
provided   a  fruitful     soil     for     such 
movements  as  the  O.B.U.   In  Canada 
and  the  I.W.W.  In  the  United  States. 
of  which  latter  the  former  la  merely 
an    olt-ahoot    with    similar    alma   and 
principles,    he    asserted.      Unless   em- 
ployers  and   the   unions  get   together 
In  a  spirit  of  agreement  on  a  basis  of 
stabilization    of    industry    the    unrest 
will  continue.     It  will  take  the  united 
efforts  of  labor  and  capital  to  bring 
about    an    adjustment    by    forcing    a 
decrease   in   the   cost  of  living  or  an 
Increase    In    wages.     The   adjustment 
cannot   be   brought  about   by   legisla- 
tion solely,  but  must  be  the  outcome 
of  commonsense  attitude  on  the  part 
of  capital  and   labor   alike. 

At  the   meeting  last  night  the  In- 
ternational  officers    dlacusaed     many 
points  brought*  up  by  local  members 
present.      It    was    shown    that    under 
the  Old  Age  pension  plan  of  the  In- 
ternational  Typographical     organisa- 
tion   about    1.500    aged    members    of 
the  craft  are  now  drawing  a  pension 
of  IS  per  week,  and  that  at  the  great 
Printers'  Home,  at  Colorado  Springs, 
over    260    members   are   being  main- 
tained by  the  organisation.  The  mor- 
tuary benefit  fund,  despite  the  heavy 
drain    thereon    consequent    upon    the 
flu  epidemic  of  last  Winter,  la  sound. 
the    reserve    having   been    maintained 
throughout,    a    showing     which.     Mr. 
Hayes  stated  to  the  meeting,  he  con- 
sidered to  be  a  remarkable   instance 
sf    satisfactory    financial    administra- 
tion,     A   similar    showing   could    not 
be    made   by   many   of   the   fraternal 
organisation,    carrying    like    benefits. 
In  fact  It  was  theae  benefits,  costing 
approximately  $800,000  a  year,  which 
pertain    to     members    of     the     Typo- 
graphical  Union   which   were   pointed 
to    by    the    O.B.U.    head.    In    rapport 
of  tbelr  claim  that  the  Union  has  de- 
parted somewhat  from  the  principles 
of   real   Union   lines,   that   the  tnem- 
IWa    have    so    much    st    Make    that 
they   are   afraid      to     exercise     their 
opinion,  freely  end  oast  In  their  lot 
with  the  One   Big  Union   movement. 
A   Poiut  of  Difference 
There   has  been   mors   or   less  dis- 
satisfaction   among   Canadian    Unions 
at    the    fact    that   the     United   States 
unions    affllllated    with    the    Interna- 
tional     Typographical        organisation 
did  not  contribute   towards  the  fund 
to     which     Canadian      Union,     sub- 
scribed to  keep  paid  up  the  doss  and 
benefits    of    Canadian    member,    who

'  The  executive  of  the  local  unit  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans  ha. 
been  In  touch  with  the  realty  ex- 
change In  connection  with  the  Gov- 
ernment attitude  on  the  selling  of 
land  to  returned  soldiers  minus  realty 
commission  and  the  resolution  passed 
by  the  realty  people  asking  the  Gov- 
ernment, to  .  reconsider  their  decision 
in  this  re.pect  has  been  endorsed  by 
the  local  association.  The  returned 
men,  It  wss  claimed,  would  be  the 
last  to  ask  charity,  at  the  hand,  of 
anyone.

Fire  Chief.'  Convention 

CALGARY  Aug.  21. — At  the  session 
of  the  Dominion  Associations  of  fire 
chiefs  thl.  morning,  a  resolution  was 
passed  asking  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ments to  prevent  amendment  and  an- 
nulment of  building '  bylaws  by  city 
counclla  once  passed  by  them.  Some 
time  was  tsken  up  In  viewing  exhibits 
of  fire  apparatus  and  tests  of  chemi- 
cals and  gss  masks  The  speakers  of 
the  session  were  Chiefs  Graham  of 
Ottawa  and  Thomas  of  Vancouver, 
B.C. 


Extension  of  a  railway  line  from 
the  present  routs  of  the  Canada  Nat- 
ional Railway  at  Naltlnat  take  along 
the  grade  of  the  formerly  proposed 
logging  road  .located  by  the  Imperial 
Munitions  Board  to  the  bead  of  the 
lake.  Is  a  project  which  companies 
operating  at  Lunnl  Bay  as  well  as 
residents  of  thst  section  are  seeking. 
To  thl.  end  Mr.  R.  Macdonald,  of  the 
Lumni  Bay  Canning  and  Packing 
Company,  has  Interviewed  Premier 
Oliver,  seeking  to  hsve  him  take  up 
with  Mr.  D.  B.  Hanna.  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Director,  of  the  Nat- 
ional Railway  System,  the  matter  and 
urge  the  extension.  The  Premier  has 
asked  Mr.  Macdonald  to  submit  in 
writing  the  propoaal  with  all  Infor- 
mation available. 

At  the  time  the  Imperial  Munition. 
Board  was  carrying  on  Its  work  of 
getting  out  spruce  for  war  purposes 
It  waa  Intended  that  a  logging  road 
would  be  built  from  a  point  on  the 
C.N.R.  line,  where  It  run.  past  Niti- 
nat Lake,  to  a  point  at  the  head  of 
the  lake,  a  distance  of  about  six  miles. 
The  grading  work  waa  done,  but  rail, 
were  liot  laid,  for  when  the  war  ter- 
minated the  demand  for  spruce 
ceased. 

With  this  extension  made  transpor- 
tation facilities  Into  the  Nitinat  Val- 
ley would  be  provided,  and  the  com- 
panies operating  on  the  West  Coast 
at  that  point  would  be  afforded 
transportation  facilities.  At  present 
the  only  means  of  transportation  is  by 
water  which,  Mr.  Macdonald  states,  is 
subject  to  grave  interruptions.  The 
proposed  extension,  _wou!d  .open  up 
a  fertile  section  into  which  settlers 
are  now  moving  besides  stimulating 
the  lumber  and  fishing  industries.  If 
the  road  is  extended  as  requested, 
there  would  be  available  for  the 
C.N.R.  system  an  extensive  freight 
traffic  which  would  steadily  increase, 
Mr.  Macdonald  states.

Over  his  shoulder  was 
slung  his  baa  of  .bombs,-  Several 
times  be  wee*  fired  at,  but  he  con- 
tinued to  crawl  till  he  wa.  in  bomb- 
ing distance,  then  leaping  to  his  feet, 
he  hurled  hi.  bombs  Into  thea  midst 
of  the  sun  crew.

Milne 
rushed  forward  and  captured  the  gun.

STOCKHOLM,  Aug.  21.— Reports 
from  Petrograd  ssy  the  Bolshevikl 
have  even  sent  the  cadet  reaerve 
against  Admiral  Kottchak.  in  pur- 
auance  of  a  plan  to  exploit  to  the 
utmost  their  successes  on  the  north- 
ern front,  which,  are  considered  the 
moat  important. 

IX>NDON.  Aug.  21. — The  govern- 
ment of  Admiral  Koltchak  at  Omsk 
haa  decided  to  place  a  credit  of  four 
hundred  million  roubles  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  government's  committee 
on  foreign  trade,  according  to  a 
neuter   dispatch   from   Omsk.

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  31.  —  The 
compromise  proposal  to  have  the 
Senate  adopt  peace  treaty  reserva- 
tions but  keep  them  separate  from 
the  ratification  itself,  was  put  aside 
indefinitely  today  after  Democratic 
leaders  had  declined  to  assume  res- 
ponsibility for  It  and  Republicans  of 
all  shades  of  opinion  had  given  notice 
they  could  not  accept  It. 

Among  the  Republicans  the  devel- 
opmetrt  was  Interpreted  aa  meaning 
that  action  never  would  l>e  sought  on 
the  proposa1  .In  Its  present  form,  and 
Democratic  leaders  generally  aald 
they  had  no  plans  for  bringing  it  to 
a  vote. 

In  every  Democratic  quarter,  in- 
cluding the  White  House.  It  was  Indi- 
cated that  the  compromise  proposal 
aa  presented  yesterdsy  In  a  resolution 
by.  Senator  Plttman,  of  Nevada,  a 
I>emocratlc  member  of  the  commit- 
tee, was  not  specifically  sponsored  by 
the  President/  though  It  followed  gen- 
erally his  suggestion  to  the  committee 
on  Tuesday  regarding  reservations. 

Meantime,  a  White  House  an- 
nouncement and  an  extensive  session 
of  the  foreign  'relations  committee 
brought  to  the  surface  again  two  other 
Issues  of  the  treaty  fight. 

President  Wilson,  replying  to  a 
suggestion  that  he  might  put  the 
country  on  a  peace  basis  by  declaring 
the  war  at  an  end,  announced  that  he. 
not  only  considered  himself  power- 
less to  take  such  a  step,  but  considered 
a  peace  declaration  either  by  himself 
or  Congress  prior  to  ratification  of  the 
treaty  would  "put  a  stain  upon  our 
national  honor"  by  evading  responsi- 
bility In  the  world  peace  settlement. 
Replying  to  another  question,  the 
President  said  the  provision  of  the 
treaty  that  it  should  come  Into  force 
after  ratification  by  Germany  and 
three  of  the  principal  associated  pow- 
ers operated  merely  to  establish  peace 
between  those  ratifying  powers,  and 
that  it  was  "questionable  whether  it 
cou>d  be.  said  that  the  league  of  na- 
tions is  in  any  true  sense  created  by 
the  association  of  only  three  of  the 
allied'  and  associated   governments." 

As  to  the  question  of  when  normal 
conditions  might  be  expected,  the 
President  said  he  could  only  express 
the  confident .  opinion  that  immediate 
ratification  of  the  treaty  and  accept- 
ance of  the  covenant  of  the  league 
as  written  would  "certainly  within  the 
near  future  reduce  the  cost  of  living," 
both  In  this  country  and  abroad 
through  the  restoration  of  production 
and  commerce  to  normal. 

The  Foreign  Relations  Committee 
got  Into  another  argument  over 
prompt  committee  action  on  the 
treaty,  which  ended  without  a  record 
vote. 


WEIMAR.  Aug.  20. — Under  a  sky 
of  dassling  blue  Weimar  Is  awaiting 
the  close  of  the  national  assembly 
which  has  meant  so  much  to  the  lit- 
tle city  in  the  last  eeven  month* 
The  assembly  officially  goes  out  of 
existence  tomorrow  and  unless  spe- 
cially convened  before  the  next 
regular  session  of  the  German  legis- 
lature will  be  superseded  by  the  new 
Reichstag,  and  will  become  a  thing 
of  history. 

President  Ebert's  programme  for 
taking  the  oath  under  the  new  con- 
stitution was  postponed  until  tomor- 
row so  that  final  interpellations  and 
bills  could  first  be   disposed   of. 

Today's  session  was  the  eighty- 
fourth,  and  waa  aa  poorly  attended 
aa  any  since  the  beginning.  The 
programme  represented  the  last  bits 
of  work,,  such  as  the  second  and  third 
readings  of  the  financing  bills,  for 
execution  of  the  peace  treaty  terms, 
the  choice  of  an  investigating  com- 
mittee and  a  committee  on  reports. 
The  assembly  pawed  bills  relating 
to  the  nine  billion  marks  loan  and 
the   execution   of   the    peace   treaty. 

Chancellor  Bauer,  addressing  the 
sssembly  at  Weimar  on  the  upper 
SlIesia-PoliBh  revolt,  said  the  situa- 
tion was  better  than  It  had  been  re- 
ported. The  Polish  Government,  he 
asserted,  was  in  no  way  connected 
with  the  revolt,  and  no  regular 
Polish  troops  had  been  employed  or 
encountered    oil    Gorman    territory. 

The  Germans  were  masters  of  the 
situation.   Dr.   Bauer  added.

Inquiries  showing  that  Secretary 
Daniels  of  the  .U.S.  Navy  is  now  with 
the  fleet,  the  messages  therefore  were 
sent  direct  to  Washington  in  an 
endeavor  to  arrange  the  double  event 
for  September  22. 

PEACE  CONFERENCE 

HAS  NO  VACATION 

PARIS.  Aug.  21.— There  is  much 
discussion  of  a  possible  vacation  for 
the  Peace  Conference,  but  this  is  bit- 
terly opposed  by  many  members,  who 
insist  that  It  Is  Impossible  for  the 
conference  to  take  a  recess  until  the 
Austrian  treaty  is  disposed  of  at  least. 
This  probably  cannot  be  before*  Sep- 
tember 1. 
'  After  the  Austrian  treaty  Is  signed 
the  Bulgarian  treaty  will  be  handed 
to  the  Bulgarian  delegation.  It  Is 
likely  that  the  conference  will  have 
two  or  three  weeks'  respite  while  the 
Bulgarians  .-ire  considering  their  re- 
ply, as  the  Turkish  question  is  at  a 
standstill  until  it  becomes  clear 
whether  the  United  States  will  .  ac- 
cept the  Armenian  mandate.

The  Parliaments  of  Great  Britain 
•ad  the  British  Dominions  are  as 
keenly  alive  as  we  are  to  the  neces- 
sity of  being  ready  for  a  strong  mi- 
gratory current  from  Continental 
Europe.  London  has  gone  farther 
than  Washington,  and  seems  In- 
clined to  follow  a  path  that  will  lead 
to  tremendous  consequences  for 
Europe.  It  is  proposed  at  Westmin- 
ster to  forbid  enemy  aliens  to  enter 
British  territory  for  an  Indefln^Fa 
period,  and  to  deport  Germans.  Aus- 
trtans  and  Hungarians  who  are  set- 
tled In  the  British  Empire. 

If  this  proposal  i«~  carried  out 
other  nations,  notably  Brazil,  may 
follow  the  precedent  net  by  the  Brit- 
ish. Deportation  of  Germans  from 
British  territory  would  create  a 
forced  migratory  current  as  great 
as  that  which  Is  already  flowing  out 
of  Alsace-Lorraine  and  Prussian 
Poland.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  ousted 
Germans  will  And  it  possible  to  settle 
In  their  country  of  origin.  Where 
wili  they  go,  and  In  what  direction 
will  the  migratory  current  from  Ger- 
many flow?  Will  public  sentiment  In 
America  bar  Germans  and  influence 
Central  and  South  American  coun- 
tries to  adopt  the  same  policy? 

Upon  the  ansyver  to  these  ques- 
tions depends,  In  a.  very  large  meas- 
ure, the  Influence  of  -  the  war  of 
1914-MH  upon  twentieth  century 
Egrope.  Nothing  Is  more  certain  than 
that  we  cannot  bottle  up.  under  ad- 
verse economic  conditions,  the  80,- 
'000,000  Germans  of  Central  Europe 
In  a  German  state  narrowed  down 
to  the  ethnographical  limits.  Even 
if  we  gave  back  to  Germany  her 
colonies,  they  would  not  support  a 
large  white  population.  Do  we  not 
have  to  choose,  then,  between  shar- 
ing with  the  German  race  the  devel- 
opment of  Africa,  the  two  Americas 
and  Australia,  and  seeing  the  Ger- 
mans overflow  into  Eastern  '  Europe 
and    Asia? — Everybody;*    Magaslne.

PITTBBUBG.  Aug.  SI— After  a 
twenty-four  hour  reign  as  favorite 
for  championship  honors  In  tha  Na- 
tional Amateur  golf  tournament  be- 
ing played  at  the  Oakmont  Club. 
Francis  Oulmet,  late  thla  afternoon 
waa  eliminated  by  J.  Wood  Piatt, 
North  Hills  Club,  Philadelphia,  one 
up,  on  the  S8th  hole.  Tha  defeat  of 
the  famous  Woodland  Club  star  by 
Piatt  waa  as  sensational  a  golfing 
feature  as  tha  contest  that  marked 
the  passing  of  "Chick"  Evana  yester- 
day at  the  hanjla  of  Oulmet.  As  a 
setting  to  the  match  a  terrific  thun- 
derstorm burst  over  players  and 
spectators  Just  after  the  New  Eng- 
land expert  had  squared  the  contest 
on  the  home  green,  and  the  two  ex- 
tra holes  were  fought  out  in  a  pour- 
ing rain. 

More  Stormy  Weather 

It  waa  the  second  heavy  storm  of 
the  day,:  and  aa  a  result  tha  course 
waa  badly  slowed  up.  both  greens  and 
fairways  being  dead,  which  condi- 
tions were  reflected  in  the  play  of  ail 
the  golfers  participating  in  the  third 
round.  Compared  with  his  work  of 
Wednesday  against  Evans,  *Ouimefs 
play  fell  off  badly,  but  it  Is  doubtful 
if  this  was  due  as  much  to  weather 
and  course  conditions  aa  the  natural 
reaction  following  the  strain  of  yes- 
terday's match.  Oulmat'a  stroke 
score  this  afternoon  was  170  for  3f> 
holes,  as  compared  with  150  against 
tha  former  double  championship 
holder,  Evans,  under  far  more  favor- 
able playing  conditions. 

Oulmet  was  in  trouble  virtually  all 
day,  taking  85  for  both  the  forenooi* 
and  afternoon  rounds  of  18  holes 
each.  He  waa  particularly  bad  in  his 
drives,  the  ball  repeatedly  finding 
bunkers,  pits  or  tha  rough,  and,  but 
for  some  remarkable  recoveries  In 
his  second  shots,  he  would  never  have 
been  able  to  carry  the  match  along 
to  the  extreme  recorded.  Almost 
every  second  drrVe  resulted  In  a  slice 
or  a  hook,  and  off  the  tee  it  was  a 
case  of  Just  one  trap  after  another. 
To  top  hla  troubles,  he  fell  off  In  put- 
ting, and  lost  several  chances  to  win 
holes  by  falling  on  comparatively 
easy  putts. 

Piatt,  while  not  playing  particu- 
larly brilliant  golf,'  was  extremely 
steady,  and   made  every  shot  count. 

The  only  feature  of  Oulmet'a  play 
was  twos  at  the  sixth  and  thirteenth. 
The  Extra  Holes 

Thirty-seventh  hole- — Oulmet  shot 
like  a  champion  over  the  last  holes 
of  the  regular  round  in  order  to 
square  the  match  at  the  home  green. 

They  both  drove  long  balls  at  the 
flrst  extra  hole,  Ouimet's  being  on 
the  edge  of  the  rough.  Piatt  played 
his  second  short  of  the  green  and 
Oulmet  put  his  on.  Piatt  laid  his 
third  dead  and  they  halved  in  four. 

Thirty-eighth  hole — Piatt's  drive 
was  on  the  fairway,  while  Oulmet 
was  In  the  rough-  Piatt  laid  hla  sec 
ond  within  four  feet  of  tha  hole, 
while  Oulmet  was  Just  short  of  the 
green.  Piatt's  flrst  putt  stopped  a 
few  inches  shoa^  of  the  cup  and  Oul- 
met'a was  well  on  the  green,  with  his 
third,  and  within  a  foot  of  tha  nolo 
with  his  putt.  Piatt  then  dropped 
the  ball  in  with  a  slight  touch  for  the 
match.  ?

A  very  cleverly  designed  brochure, 
in  which  is  given  the  history  of  the 
flag  in  concise  form,  is  being  put 
out  by  the  Provincial  headquarters 
branch  of  the  Navy  League  of  Can- 
ada, Stobart-Pease  Building,  and  it 
Is  hoped  that  before  many  weeks  are 
past  through  the  agency  of  the 
various  local  branches  of  the  organ- 
isation throughout-  British  Columbia 
the  pamphlet  will,  find  its  way. into 
the  hands  of  most  of  the  school 
children  of  the  Province. 

.The  pamphlet,  which  is  similar  In 
design  to  one  which  has  already  been 
put  Into  circulation  in  Eastern  Can- 
ada, Illustrates  the  manner  In  which 
the  Union  Jack,  came  into  being, 
evolving  from  the  .  combination  of 
the  three  crosses  of  St.  George,  St. 
Andrew  and  St.  Patrick.  Opened  out 
it  shows  three  Individual  crosses,  the 
Red  Cross  of  St.  George  on  its  back- 
' ground  of  white,  the -original  White 
Cross  of  St.  Andrew  on  Its  back- 
ground of  royal  blue,  and  the  dlag- 
onel  Red  Cross  ofg  St.  Patrick  on  its 
background  of  white.  These  folded 
over,  the  Cross  of  St.  Andrew  first, 
the  Cross  of  St.  George  last,  make 
the  Union  Jack  as  it  is  known  today. 
The  history  of  each  individual  flag 
is  glyen  in  the  flyleaf  within  'the 
cover  of  the  brochure,  and  In  the 
back'  are  given  instructions  for  the 
proper  folding  over  to  get  the  desired 
effect.

Few  battles  in  the  history  of  mod- 
ern boxUu  have  aroused  keener  In- 
terest than  the  contest  staged  on 
July  17  at  Olympla,  London,  between 
Jimmy  Wilde,  of  Tylorstown.  Wales, 
and  Pal.  Moore,  ot  America,  for '  a 
purse  of  $86,000  and  aide  stakes  of 
$2,600  In  a  twenty-round  fight.  The 
match  went  the  full  distance  and 
Wilde  won  on  points.  It  was  one  of 
the  greatest  exhibitions,  of  boxing 
ever  seen  In  London,  and  the  dogged 
pluck  of  the  loser  and  the  splendid 
boxing  prowess  of  the  victor,  whom 
the  London  Times  terms  the  "Incom- 
parable Wilde,"  made  It  a  never-to- 
be-forgotten  contest  by  those  whd 
were   privileged   to   witness  it. 

Inside  the  great  hall  the  scene  was 
most  impressive.  Even  as  early  as  8 
o'clock  the  huge  arena  was  nearly 
tilled.  The  number  of  ladies  present 
was  very  muoh  larger  than  a't  the 
Beckett-Goddard  flght,  and  the  audi- 
ence, as  a  whole,  seemed  a  better  be- 
haved and  better  informed  one.  They 
appreciated  the  finer  points  of  the 
boxing  to  a  higher  degree,  and  were 
much  more  enthusiastic.  The  Welsh 
contingent  was  early  in  evidence, 
and  were  not  the  least  silent  mem- 
bers of  the  vast  assembly.  It  need 
scarcely  be  added  that  Moore  ,  was 
well  supported  by  large  numbers  of 
his   countrymen    and    countrywomen. 

Pershing  Present 
Soon  after  8  o'clock  General  Persh- 
ing took  his' seat  amid  loud  cheers; 
he  seemed  much  pleased  at  his  warm 
welcome.  Just  before  the  big  flght 
was  begun  the  Prince  of  i  Wales,  ac- 
companied h>'  Prince  Albert,  entered 
the  hall  amid  a  scene  of  tremendous 
enthusiasm.  The  vast  assemblage 
rose'  to  its  feet  and  with  one  voice 
sang,  "For  he's  a  Jolly  good  fellow," 
and  cheered  themselves  hoarse- 
It  was  about  ten  o'clock  when 
Jimmy  Wilde  entered  the  ring. '  and; 
by  mistake,  took  possession  of  the 
corner  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
above  It — a  happy  omen,  one  might 
think.  Both  Wilde  and  Moore  re- 
ceived h  rousing  reception,  but  peo- 
ple seemed  utmost  '  too  excited  to 
cheer,  and  contented  themselves  with 
settling  themselves  in  their  chairs  In 
anticipation  of  a  contest  which  will 
assuredly  go  down  to  posterity  as  one 
of  the  most  Interesting  in  the  annals 
of  boxing.  Both  boxers  looked  ex- 
traordinarily well,  and  Wilde's  face, 
in  particular,  was  tanned'  a  healthy 
brown.  While  Eugene  CoYrl,  the  ref- 
eree, addressed  his  brief  preliminary 
remark*  to  the  boxers,  the  Welsh 
partisans  of  Wilde  burst  Into  sohg, 
and  the  sarins  of  "Land  of  My 
Fathers"  tilled  the  hall. 

Fight  Starts  Up 
m  The  opening  round  was  all  In  favor 
of  Wilde,  who  was  the  more  aggres- 
sive of  the  two.  He  reached  Moore's 
face  repeatedly,  and  the  latter's  nose 
soon  began  to  bleed.  Every  blow  of 
Wilde's  reached  its  mark,  and,  al- 
though Moore  i  tried  to  mix  matters 
at  times,  he  rarely  landed  with  any 
effect,  and  seemed  slow  in  compari- 
son with  the  Welshman.  The  next 
round  saw  Wilde  again  doing  most  of 
the  leadings-end  scoring.  Moore  ap- 
peared to  be  waiting  his  chance,  but 
Wilde  made  him  miss  a  number  of 
times. 

In  the  third  round  Wilde  seemed 
deliberately  to  tempt  his  opponent, 
who,  in  consequence,  scored  a  certain 
number  of  blows  on  the  body  and  side 
of  the  head.  Wilde  outboxed  his  man 
all  the  time,  however,  and  scored  re- 
peatedly with  his  left.  In  the  next 
round  Wilde  again  had  the  better  of 
matters.  His  extreme  cleverness 
made  the  other  man  seem  a  ■  mere 
fighter  beside  himself — the  superla- 
tive boxer.  Moore  appeared  nettled 
by  the  continual  jabs  on  his  face,  but 
he  could  do  no  real  damage  to  Wilde, 
while  the  latter's  blows  evidently 
hurt. 

Wilde's  Effectiveness 

Many  of  Moore's  blows  were  with 
the  side  of  the  glove,  and  sounded 
far  more  substantial  than  they  really 
were.  In  the  fifth  round  Moore  did 
a  lot  more  slapping,  but  Wilde  landed 
some  very  telling  blows,  and  Moore 
took  a  tremendous  amount  of  punish- 
ment. 

The  sixth  round  saw  Wilde  still 
playing  with  bis  man — and  waiting!, 
Moore's  display  up  to  this  point  was 
disappointing  from  a  boxing  point  of 
view,  but  Wilde  was  more  wonderful 
than  ever.  In  the  seventh  round 
Wilde  shook  his  opponent  with  a 
heavy  right  hook  to  the  jaw.  Moore 
seemed  to  be  weakening — as  well  he 
might  after  the  tremendous  hammer- 
ing he  was  receiving. 

Moore  Weakening 

In  the  eighth  round  there  was  a 
quick  exchange  of  blows,  and  Wilde 
uppercut  Moore  three  or  four  times 
with  telling  effect.  Moore  seemed  to 
be  trying  mainly  to  keep  his  oppon- 
ent off,  but  his  defence  was  continu- 
ally penetrated.  In  the  next  round. 
Wilde  again  scored  with  books  and 
uppercuts,  but  Moore  was  perfectly 
trained  and  very  tough — few  men 
could  have  taken  such  heavy  punish- 
ment and  remained  so  strong. 
American  Warned 

In  the  tenth  round  Mr.  Corrl  warn- 
ed Moore,  to  keep  his  glove  closed. 
The  American  had  done  nothing  but 
slap  his  opponent  so  far,  and  had, 
Indeed,  made  a  poor  show.  Wilde 
landed  some  beautiful  left  hooks  to 
the  Jaw  and  face.  In  the  eleventh 
'round  Moore  was  evidently  weak- 
ened— a  heavy  left  to  the  body  and  a 
beautiful  right  hook  to  the  jaw,  fol- 
lowed by  a  rain  of  IcTts  and  rights 
to  the  face,  was  more  than  anyone, 
however  strong,  could  stand.  The 
crowd  disapproved  ot  Moore's  meth- 
ods more  than  once,  especially  Jthen 
he  held  on  to  the  ropes  and  hit  witn 
his  free  hand.  In  the  twelfth  round 
Moore  was  again  warned  to  close  his 
glove. 

Up  to  this  time  Wilde  was  quite 
unmarked,  except  on  the  back  and 
sides  of  the  body.'  Moore  scored  more 
points  in  the  thirteenth,  and  four- 
teenth rounds,  but  failed  to  really 
hurt  Wilde,  who  had  accumulated 
such  a  long  lead  that  he  could  af- 
ford to  take  things  more  easily. 
Welsh   Blood   Spilt 

Moore,  however,  again  had  the  bet- 
ter of  matters  In  the  fourteenth 
round,  and  Wilde  seemed  to  be  tir- 
ing. Moore,  scored  on  the  taee  with 
a  left  and  right,  and  Wilde's  Up  was 
bleeding  freely.  Moore  seemed  to 
have  got  his  "second  wind."  and  was 
much  stronger  than  he  had  been. 

In  the  fifteenth  round  Wilde  did 
better,  anil  visibly  hurt  Moore  with 
two  left-handed  punches  on  the 
stomach.  This  round  was  the  most 
exciting  of  the  flght  so  far.  and  Wilde 
was  himself  again.  He  pursued 
Moore  from  side  to  aide  of  the  ring, 
and  had  htm  very  weak  by  the  end  of 
the  round. 

Foul  Ckslsaed 

In  the  sixteenth  round  Wilde's  nose 
wag  badly  out  apparently  by  Moore's 


head,  for  he  appealed  to  the  referee 
for  a  foul.  This  was  Moore's  round, 
but  Wilde  was  full  of  resource,  and 
kept  going  to  the  end  In  spite  of  los- 
ing a  lot  of  blood.  In  the  17th  round 
Moore  was  very  aggressive,  and 
Wilde  had  to  take  some  punishment; 
bis  nose  was  still  bleeding  freely. 
Moore's  weight  was  now  beginning  to 
tell,  but,  Just  at  the  end  of  the  round. 
Wilde  went  for  the  American  and 
reached  his  Jaw  with  left  and  right 
hooks.  The  18th  round  was  Wilde's 
by  a  big  margin;  he  was  much  more 
aggressive,  and  It  was  wonderful  to 
see  how.  In  spite  of  his  loss  of  blood, 
be  was  always  wiling  to  "mix  It" 
Wilde  again  had  the  advantage  in  the 
penultimate  round  and  scored  almost 
as  he  liked. 

Wilde's  Great  Finish 

In  the  last  round,  *  Wilde/  let  him- 
self go,  and  made  his  opponent  look 
slow  and  clumsy  beside  him.  Moore 
was  quite  outclassed,  and  was  nearly 
knocked  out,  but  Just  managed  to 
hang  on  to  the  end. 

When  the  referee  pointed  to  Wilde, 
in  token  of  his  victory,  the  whole 
audience  went  mad.  It  was  an  Inde- 
scribable scene  and  one  that  will  live 
long  In  the  memories  of  all  who  saw 
it.  It  was  Wilde's  greatest  triumph. 
In  spite  of  the  tremendous  disadvan- 
tage he  suffered  In  meeting  a  man 
a  stone  heavier  than  himself,  and  In 
spite  of  a  considerable  loss  of  blood, 
Wilde  proved  once  again  that  he  In 
quite  In  a  class  by  himself.  His  box- 
ing was  superb — -even  when  In  pain 
and  tired  and  weak  he  was  full  of 
resource  and   rarely  missed. 

Moore  showed  himself  to  be  anjRX- 
traordinarlly  strong  «nd  tough  fighter 
but  he  is  a  fighter  rather  than  a 
boxer,  and,  although  his  endurance 
and  strength  saved  him  from  the  ig- 
nomlnlty  of  a  knockout  blow,  yet  he 
was   well   beaten   on  polnta

P.  J.  de  Paravlclni.  C.  I.  Thornton, 
and  other  peers  created  by  Willow 
the  King.  It  Is  a  book  of  shining 
enthusiasms,  of  proud  phrases,  of 
zest  and  delight.  It  recreates*  the 
"Old  Man"  with  all  his  glories  upon 
him. 

Young  England .  looks  back  upon 
Dr.  Grace  as  a  figure  remote  as 
Ulysses.  In  these  pages  It  san  see 
him  In  hlB  habit  as  he  bowled  and 
smote  and  played  mighty  havoc  on 
the  fields  of  long  ago.  Lord  Hawke, 
president  of  M.C.C.  1914-18,  gives  the 
great  map's  career  in  a  nutshell  in 
the  curt,  eloquent  obituary,  "W.  G., 
b.    1848;    d.    1915;    well .  played." 

"The  Memorial  Biography"  is  full 
of  good  stories.  In  a  minor  match 
at  Bristol  W.  G.  had  contributed  a 
long  score  and  captured  a  majority 
of  the  opponents'  wickets.  One  of 
the  tail  skied  a  ball  to  square  leg. 
Grace  doubted  the  capacity  of  the 
fieldman  there,  and  made  a  mighty 
sprint  and,  a  good  catch.  The  retir- 
ing batsman  observed:  "The  next 
thing  that  man  will  do  will  be  to 
wicket-keep    to   his   own    bowling." 

One  of  the  doctor's  best  innings 
was  his  818  against  Yorkshire  at 
Cheltenham.  Towards  the  close  of 
the  innings  Lock  wood's  pathetic 
appeal  to  Allen  Hill  to  "have  another 
shy  at  the  big  'un"  was  declined. 
Tom  Emmett  said.  "Why  don't  you 
make  him:  you're  captain?"  "Why 
don't  you  bowl  yourself?"  retorted 
Hill;  "you're  frightened."  "Give  me 
the  ball."  answered  Emmett — and 
sent  down  three  consecutive  wldes. 
In  the  evening  Tom  observed,  "Dang 
It  all.  It's  Grace  before  meat,  Grace 
afterwards,  and  Grace  all  day." 

There  Is  an  old  story  about  Grace 
at  Marlborough  which  bears  repe- 
tition. The  doctor,  had  brought  an 
eleven  from  Gloucestershire  to  play 
the  Marlborough  boys,  and  made  a 
bet  that  he  would  score  100  runs. 
The  giant  was  clean  bowled  for 
three  by  a  boy  called  Kempe.  He 
came  to  chapel  In  the  evening,  and 
the  lines  were  sun: 
"The  scanty  trlumps  Grace  hath 
won, 

The  broken,  vow." 
Canon  Bell,  the  master,  who  was 
reading  prayers  that  evening,  re- 
corded that  this  was  a  happy  coinci- 
dence. For  a  cricketer  whose  life 
was  all  triumph  the  incident  must 
have    impelled    a    chuckle. 

DUTCH  DIAMOND 
MERCHANTS  IN  CLOVER 

War  Gave  Them  Golden  Opportunity 

to  Profit  from  Handling 

Gems 

Although  the  exports  of  diamonds 
from  Amsterdam  to  the  United 
States  were  relatively  srsill  in  1818, 
amounting  to  only  88.157.1S7  In  pol- 
ished stones  and  14.166  In  rough 
stones,  business  was  really  good  for 
the  Amsterdam  sellers,  according  to 
the  Bureau  of  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Commerce,  as  England,  France, 
Sweden,  Nora-ay,  Denmark  and 
other  countries  bbught  unusually 
large  quantities.  It  Is  also  reported 
that    Germany    bought    heavily. 

Prices,  the  report  states,  advanced 
steadily  during  the  year  and  reached 
heights  never  conceived  of  before. 
Demand  had  something  to  do  with 
this  advance,  but  the  most  Important 
factor  was  the  reduction  In  output 
of  the  South  African  mines.  During 
the  war  the  output  decreased  40  per 
cent.,  and  the  mortality  from  Spanish 
Influenza  caused  another  reduction 
of  10  per  cent,  thereby  causing  that 
country  to  turn  out  but  half  the 
amount  of  diamonds  formerly  mined. 

Wages  rose  about  20  per  cent 
during  1818.  while  the  general  cost 
of  production  was  considerably  aug- 
mented by  the  highly  Increased 
prices  of  coal,  electric  current,  shel- 
lac, solder,  copper  and  other  mater- 
ials. Great  difficultly  were  encoun- 
tered by  the  tack  of  phosphor  bronae 
and  silllclum  bronae  wire,  the  export 
of  which  had  been  prohibited  by  the 
United    State*. 


"Only  mothers  will  ever  know  how

Ths  Speech  Is  as  fol- 
lows: 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  the) 
compliment  which  you .  have  paid  me 
and  the  honor  you  have  dons  me  In 
ask  Ins  ms  to  come  here  this  evening 
and  Join  in  one  of  those  Interesting 
dinners  which  I  understand  you  hold 
at  Irregular  intervals,  and  at  which 
you  discuss  with  ths  freedom  'of  pri- 
vate intercourse  the  political  Issues 
and  situations  df  the  day.  When  * 
received  your  invitation,  and  as  ths 
time  got  nearer  to  ths  day  when  I 
should  have  the  opportunity  and  duty 
of  meeting  you  here,  I  naturally  pos- 
sessed myself  of  the  details  of  your 
constitution.  I  have  here  the. resolu- 
tions which,  I  understand,  govern 
your  political  activities,  and  on  read- 
ing them  through.  In  order  to  ascer- 
tain entirely  what  you  wish  to  stand 
for,  I  was  very  much  struck  by  ths 
close  adherenco  which  you  have  paid 
to  the  maxims  of  Napoleon. 

"A  constitution,"  said  Napoleon, 
must  be  short  'and  obscure,"  and  it 
seems  to  ms  that  you  have  followed 
very  closely  this  maxim  of  the  great 
master  of  the  military  art.  But  if  a 
constitution  may  be  cryptic,  the  spirit 
which  animates  a  group  of  men,  or  a 
body — a  great  body  of  human  beings 
— may  be  perfectly  clear.  The  great 
thing  Is  to  have  the  union  of  consent- 
ing minds,  to  have  the  union  of  people 
who  are  aiming  at  the  same  objective, 
and  feel  that,  however  they  may  be 
divided  by  political  origin  or  antece- 
dents, however  they  may  be  divided 
by  what  they  happened  to  say  in  the 
past,  or  anything  else  like  that,  they 
still  feel  that  the  greatness  and  the 
glory  of  Britain  and  the  happiness  of 
her  people  have  always  been,  and  are 
still,  the  objective  on  which  they  are 
marching.  Party  spirit,  party  inter- 
ests, party  organization,  must  neces- 
sarily play  a  great  part  In  British 
political  life.

I  understand  that  your  Idea  is  not 
to  break  with  existing  political  par- 
ties, but  to  prevent  existing  political 
parties  from  breaking  with  each 
other.  I  understand  that  you  do  not 
challenge  the  importance  of  party  in 
British  political  life,  and  that  you 
even  vindicate  It,  but  that  you  hold  in 
addition  that  party  spirit,  party  inter- 
ests, party  organization,  must,  in 
these  very  serious  times,  be  definitely 
subordinated  to  national  spirit,  na- 
tional interests,  and  national  organ- 
ization.

Now 
that  our  country  has  arrived  at  the 
supreme  pinnacle  of  splendor  and  of 
power,  when  the  fame  of  this  little 
island  Is  resounding  through,  every 
nation  and  every  village  in  the  world, 
when  the  British  way  of  doing  things, 
the  British  political  and  social  con- 
ceptions are  accepted  in  the  most  ge- 
mote districts,  the  most  obscure 
places,  as  being  on  the  whole  the  best 
solution  of  the  problem  of  practical 
government;  when  all  over  the  world 
men  admire  the  achievement  of  our 
arms  and  the  permanence  of  our  in- 
stitutions, at  such  a  time  as  this  to 
indulge  in  faction  for  the  sake  of  fac- 
tion would,  indeed,  be  a  criminal  en- 
terprise. \v<>  mhould  be  unworthy  of 
the  land  which  bore  us  and  of  the. 
men  who  have  In  this  great  war  and 
in  other  great  wars,  which  we  have 
forgotten  now,  carried  our  country 
forward,  if  we  were  to  lend  ourselves 
to  such  counsels. 

Our  Position 
We  occupy  an  extraordinary  posi- 
tion. Indeed,  foreign  lands  overrate 
us;  they. do  not  see  the  many  weak- 
nesses and  anomalies  fro  mwhlch  we 
suffer.  The  name  of  our  country 
never  stood  higher,  nor  perhaps  did 
the   name  of  any  country  ever  stand

so  high,  and  It  Is  not  only  our  splen- 
did position  but.  also,  It  is  our  dan- 
gerous position  which  should  make  us 
consider.  We  are  at  this  moment  ex- 
posed not  only  to  the  duty  of  bearing 
enormous  responsibilities,  but  to  Very 
grave  difficulties  and  to  dangers 
which.  If  neglected,  might  easily  rub 
us  of  all  that  we  have  so  painfully 
and  so  brilliantly  achieved.  And 
when -we  feel  ourselves,  as  every  one 
of  us  does,  called  upon  to  make  new 
efforts  despite  all  the  exertions  of  this 
great  struggle,  when  we  feel  ourselves 
called  upon  to  lash  ourselves  up  to 
new  efforts  to  hold  the  position  which 
has  been  gained,  to  meet  the  prob- 
lems which  are  hurrying  upon  us  in 
uninterrupted  succession,  this  Is  not 
the  time  when-  we  should  go  off  Into 
opposite  camps,  to  disperse  In  oppo- 
site directions;  for  the  mere  purpose 
of  having  a  party  fight.  It  Is  a  time 
of  ail  others  when  men  should  not 
think  of  reverting  to  the  ordinary 
party  basis.  What  folly,  what  crime! 
And  those  who  urge  that  we  should 
do  so  should  be  asked  a  question. 

What  Is  four  object,  what  is  your 
reason?  Why  -are  we  to  plunge  Into 
faction  and  set  our  batteries  firing  at 
each  other  with  poison  gas  shells?  Is 
It  because  there  is  some  deep  division 
of  principle  In  the  ranks  of  those  who 
now  support  the  Coalition  Govern- 
ment? is  it  because  there  is  some 
class  interest  at  stake?  Is  It  because 
party  politics  are  more  exciting  than 
national  politics,  because  a  dogfight 
draws  a  crowd,  because  those  who 
have  no  other  wares  to  sell  than  party 
cries  find  their  market  closed  or  oc- 
cupied by  graver  men?  Well,  I  am 
going  to  examine.  If  you  will  permit 
me,  all  these  things. 

Where  is  division  of  principle? 
Events  have  been  moving  in  the  di- 
rection of  united  action  between  the 
two  historic  political  parties  for  a 
very  long  time.  The  democratic 
forces  in  the  Conservative  party  and 
the  patriotic  foroes  in  the  Liberal 
party  and  in  the  Labor  party,  have 
made  repeated  instinctive  efforts  to 
come  together  for  common  purposes 
during  the  last  30  or  40  years.  I 
have  in  my  possession  (I*was  looking 
over  some  old  letters  the  other  day)  a 
letter  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  H.  Smith  to 
my  father,  written  during  the  inter- 
val between  the  election  of  1885-6, 
proposing  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Conservative  party.  Now,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Bmith  was  the  most  staid,  unimpeach- 
able, blameless  Tory  who  ever  lived, 
and  what  do  you  think  he  proposed 
as  the  new  name  for  the  Conservative 
party?  He  proposed!  to  call  it  the 
"Liberal  party."  Then,  in  the  later 
'eighties,  came,  the  attempt  to  form  a 
National  party  by  Mr.  Chamberlain 
and  Lord  Randolph  Churchill.  That 
was  a  movement  which  did  not  come 
to  fruition,  but  it  excited  hopes  from 
a  very  large  class  of  thinking  men. 
Those  were  the  days  of  Tory  Demo- 
cracy. 

Lord  Randolph  Churchill  used  to 
be  asked:  "Wljat  is  Tory  Demo- 
cracy?" He  replied  on  a  well-known 
occasion:  "Tory  Democracy  is  demo- 
cracy which  supports  the  Tory  party; 
but  I  will  add,"  he  said,  "that  Tory 
Democracy  Implies  a  Government  ani- 
mated by  lofty  and  by  liberal  Ideas." 
or  we  may  go  back  farther,  to  the 
days  of  Disraeli  and  of-  Lord  Shaftes- 
bury, when  they  mitigated  the  severi- 
ties of  a  laissez-faire  policy  carried  to 
Its  ruthless  logical  conclusion  by  'the 
Factory  Acts  and  Trade  Union  Acts, 
which  regained  for  the  Tory  party  a 
share  in  the  appreciation  of  the  toll- 
ing people  of  the  country.  There  is* 
nothing  new  In  this,  but  never  before 
have  these  Ideas  taken  a  more  con- 
crete, definite,  and  real  form  than 
now.  never  before  have  they  been 
expressed  by  a  powerful  Government, 
and  an  immense  parliamentary  major- 
ity, armed  with  a  victory  such  as  the 
world  has  never  seen,  and  armed  with 
the  prestige  necessary  for  the  guid- 
ance Of  the  people.  There  Is  nothing 
new  In  these  Ideas,  and,  coming  to 
much  more  recent  and  necessarily 
more  delicate  times,  I  come  to-  the 
year  1910. 

Mr.  Churchill  then  referred  to  the 
attempt  made  In  that  year  to  arrive 
at  a  working  compromise  between 
parties  In  view  of  the  dangerous 
situation  that  was  developing  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  Trend  of  40  Yean 

My  object  In  discussing  these  mat- 
ters is  to  show  that  the  kind  of  move- 
ment which  you  are  stimulating  and 
supporting  in  your  group  is  a  move- 
ment which  has  repeatedly  occurred 
in  the  last  40  years  to  the  leading  men 
of  both  political  parties.  Well,  in 
1110  It  failed,  and  we  went  into  the 
second  election  of  thst  year,  and  from 
that  we  slid  headlong  into  the  most 
bitter,  dangerous  political  period 
which  has  ever  happened  in  this 
country  in  modern  times.  Bach 
British  party,  girded  and  goaded  on 
by  its  press  and  Its  caucus,  each 
spurred  on  by  Us  own  Irish  party 
animated  by  hatreds  which,  thank 
God,  in  this  country  we  do  not  equal, 
was  driven  forward  with  unmeasured 
violence,  until  at  last  we  came  to  the 
very  verge  of  civil  war.  And  from 
that  horrible  situation  we  were  res- 
cued by  Armageddon!  With  all  the 
tragedy  of  the  war,  we  must  never 
forget  that  it  shook  us  out  of  our  old 
machine-made  quarrelinga  and  show- 
ed us  how  small  these  were  compared 
with  all  we  had  In  common.  The 
great  war,  with  all  Its  horrors,  at  any 
rate  rescued  us  from  the  disasters  of 
that  epoch.  We  must  not  get  back  to 
it  again. 

I  take  It  that  your  intention  la  to  be 
a  kind  of  bond  of  union  which  will 
prevent  this  rancour  and  extravag- 
ance of  party  politics  from  breaking 
out  In  these  critical  times  through 
which  we  are  passing,  when  you  will 
form  a  powerful  body  of  opinion,  and 
of  fighting  opinion,  which  will  make 
It  not  good  business  for  people  to  in- 
dulge in  violent  partisan  extravag- 
ances either  on  the  side  of  Bolshevism 
or  on  the  side  of  reaction,  but  rather 
which  will  tend  to  cement  and  gather 
together  the  great  forces  In  this 
country  which  have  a  right  to  share 
In  the  enjoyment  of  the  triumphs  of 
the  victory.  Such  an  organisation, 
such  a  movement,  may  render  the 
very  greatest  service  to  the  country 
at  the  present  time.  It  may  become 
a  bulwark  against  a  renewal  of  bar- 
barous and  unnecessary  controversy, 
but  it  must  be  united,  formed  upon 
sincere  conviction,  and  with  a  strong 
realisation  of  definite  objectives  to- 
wards which  we  are  advancing  with- 
in a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

Now,  I  say,  where  is  the  deep  di- 
vision of  principle  between  as?  t 
hope  you  will  not  think  the  worse  of 
me  if  I  say  that  what  is  needed  now 
is  not  ee  much  principle  as  the  appli- 
cation of  principle.  Vorasase  have 
been  written  about  political  principle, 
and  ft  la  a  yry  old  world.  It  Is  fall 
of  principles,  but  the  app skat  ion  of 
principle  (a  at  least  as  Important  ss 
•the  selection  of  principle.    Look  at  the 


the '  most  Utopian  ideals,  but  they 
have  coupled  them  with  the  most 
cruel  and  the  most  wicked  behavior'' 
that  has  ever  been  seen  among  men, 
and  with  action  which  would  disgrace 
the  Stone  Age  or  the  Hottentots  of 
Central  Africa.  We  must  recognize 
that  good  citizenship  must  be  the 
foundation  of  a  good,  well-organized 
State.  With  good  men  In  decent 
homes,  working  hard,  doing  their 
duty,  being  anxious  to  give  something 
to  their  country,  or  town,  or  village. 
or  their  fellow-men,  it  is  on  a  basis  of 
citizenship  of  that  kind  and  of  that 
order  rather  than  in  the  mere  formu- 
lation of  fantastic  idealism  that  the 
safety,  the  health  and  the  glory  of  na- 
tions reside,  and  so  I  say  it  is  more 
In  the  application  of  principle  than 
in  the  .propounding  of  principle  that 
our  task  consists. 

I  do  not  believe  that'  there  is  any 
golden  key  or  any  new  invention  of 
political  ideas  which  can  be  suddenly 
discovered  to  solve  all  our  difficulties. 
The  period  in  which  we  live  requires 
the  wise  application  of  principles'  and 
their  efficient  execution  rather  than 
undue  emphasis  laid  upon  party  doc- 
trinal points.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
question  ot  nationalization  versus 
private  ownership,  collectivism  versus 
Individualism.  Some  people  are  going 
about  with  the  idea  that  that  is  go- 
ing to  be  the  great  line  of  cleavage  in 
British  politics.  I  do  not  believe  it  for 
a  moment.  Every  one  of  us  is  a  eol- 
ioctiviat  for. some- things,  an  individu- 
alist for  others.  Everybody  agrees 
that  there  must  be  some  services  or- 
ganised nationally,  -and  that  others 
should  be  left  to  private  enterprise 
and  ownership.  It  is  impossible  to 
make  a  cleavage  of  principle  upon  a 
poirt  like'' that.  .  If  you  ask  me  my 
own  view,  I  consider  monopolies  are 
a  proper  subject  for  national  control, 
provided  that  a  good  case  Is  shown  in 
regard  to  methods  and  merits  in  each 
case.  But  to  suppose  that  there 
should  be  two  parties  in  the  State,  one 
which  is  called  the  .  nationalizing 
party  and  the  other  called  the  intl- 
natlonalizing  party  Is  to  misunder- 
stand the  situation.  I  remember, 
also,  to  have  said  some  years  ago, 
"Socialism  attacks  capital,  Liberalism 
attacks  monopoly."  That  is  a  useful 
distinction  to  bear  in  mind. 
The  Capitalist  System 
Then  there  is  a  capitalist  system.  I 
am  astonished  te  see  how  people  are 
afraid  to  defend  the  capitalist  system. 
The  politicians,  are  afraid,  the  news- 
papers are  afraid,  and  they  prefer  to 
give  the  thing  the  go-by.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  capitalist  system  is  ca- 
pable of  sustained  and  searching  de- 
fence. In '  fact,  It  is  the  only  system 
that  has  ever  been  devised  for  regu- 
lating the  economic  relations  between 
man  and  man  and  for  appraising  the 
value  of  services  .which  men  render 
to  each  other  or  exact  from  each  other 
—the  qnly  system,  apart  from  slavery. 
But  if  the  capitalist  system  is  to  b» 
successfully  defended,  it  can  only  be 
defended  by  showing,  that  there  Is  a 
moral  basis  for  property,  and  you  wit, 
not  establish  a  moral  .basis  for  prop- 
erty or  obtain  conviction  from  the 
masses  of  the  people  unless  you  aro 
able  at  the  same  time  to  make  just 
laws,  regulating  and  bringing  up  to 
date  the  conditions  under  which  prop- 
erty is  acquired  and  enjoyed  and  to

merited  acquisition  or  indolent  enjoy 
ment. 

I  was  going  to  say  a  woi  d  or  t\\  o 
about  Free  Trad?  and  Protection.  I 
do  not  thtnk  there  is  any  rrround  for 
cleavage  there.  I  am  a  Free  Trader; 
I  believe  in  Free  Trade  as  I  do  in  the 
multiplication  table;  but  we  cannot 
solve  all  the  problems  of  mathematics 
by  the  multiplication  table,  and 
the  problems  of  modern  economics 
are  equally  varied.  A  fundamental  al- 
teration has  taken  place  In  our  inter- 
national credit,  introducing  fluctua- 
tions and  Interferences  which  are  far 
greater  In  their  sway  and  scope  than 
any  Interferences  ever  comprised  In 
any  tariff.  I  am  not  ready  yet  to 
make  up  my  mind  as  to  what  is  the 
proper  treatment  which  this  new 
phenomenon  requires;  but  I  sm  ready 
to  say  that  It  would  be  foolish  to 
declare  that  you  are  .not  going  to 
recognise  the  new  facts  or  that  you 
are  not  even  going  to  study  them. 

I  read  Mr.  Asquith's  speeches  like 
I  read  Sir  Edward  Carson's  speeches, 


and  it  does  seem  to  me  that  these 
eminent  statesmen  are  back  in  the 
world  which  Germany  broke  up  by 
entering  Belgium  In  1914.  The  great 
war  has  changed  and  molded  'all  the 
people  who  will  have  any  power  In 
future  In  this  country.  Only  those 
Who,  haye  been  changed  and  broad- 
ened by  the  great  war  wiU  be. able 
to  deal  with  the  problems  which  come 
In  the  aftermath  of  that  war.  We 
are  here  tonight  because  we  recog- 
nize the  Immense  Impression 
which  the  great  war  has  made  upon 
our  country  and  upon  ourselves.  Thsre 
is  only  one  other  reason  why  we 
should  not  work  together,  and  that  /is 
we  are  told  that  politics  are  not  ex- 
citing enough  if  they  are  pursued  on 
a  non-party  basis.  Well,  we  cannot 
afford  this.  We  really  cannot  afford 
Buch  Indulgences.  The  times  are  too 
solemn,  the  margin  is  too  small,  our 
risks  are  too  high,  our  hopes  are  "too 
bright  for  us  to  involve  ourselves  in 
strife  for  mere  sport.  Those  who 
mean  the  same  thing  have  got  to  act 
together,  and  have  got  to  take  all  the 
necessary  steps  to  render  this  com- 
mon action  effective. 

Not  only  have  we  got  a  common  in- 
heritance and  a  common  purpose,  but 
we  have  a  common  danger.  We  can- 
not afford  at  this  Juncture  to  throw 
away  the  prestige  of  victory  and  to 
go  off  quarrelling  in  opposite  direc- 
tions, when  we  are  face  to  face  with 
the  Bolshevist  peril  ^ehleh  follows 
upon  the  general  disorganization  of 
the  war  and  upon  the  perturbation  of 
men's  minds.  We  must  be  united.  We 
must  act  together  in  the  years  that 
are  to  come  as  we  did  in  the.  sternest 
days  of  the  war,  and  there  I  see  the 
advantage  of  this  body  of  members 
of  parliament  holding  great  constitu- 
encies by  enormous  majorities  coming 
together  and  declaring  the  time  is 
too  grave  for  party  fireworks. 
The  Leaders 
We  must  ad  vail  ce  together,  hand  In 
hand.  We  have  not  only  got  a  com- 
mon cause  and  a  common  danger, 
but  we  have  also  got  leaders  who  by 
their  action  and  the  risks  they  have 
run  for  their  opinions  have  proved 
themselves  In  full  harmony  with  mod- 
ern requirements.  I  have  told  you 
abopt  my  friend,  Mr.  Lloyd  George, 
who  really  is  the  most  necessary  man 
this  country  has  bad  for  many  years. 
There  is  no  man  that  you  can  think 
of  in  your  lifetime  in  this  country 
who,  if  he  were  to  withdraw  or  dis- 
appear, would  leave  a  greater  blank 
behind.  He  is  seconded  by  Mr.  Bonar 
Law,  who  has  never  had  a  thought 
for  himself,  and  who  has  played  a 
brilliant  part  as  Leader  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  who  works  In  de- 
voted comradeship  with  a  political 
chief  whom  he  has  learned  to  trust 
and  like.  And  I  think  that  with  all 
these  circumstances  that  I  have  men- 
tioned, general  and  personal.  In  this 
long  disquisition  which  I  have  ven- 
tured to  make,  we  look  forward  to 
a- future,  you  look  forward  and  I  look 
forward  with  you  to  a  future  of 
bright  and  useful  political  work  and 
of  real  action.  We  are  hot  only  the 
representatives  of  constituencies,  we 
are  the  trustees  for  the  whole  people 
of  this  Island.  .  We  have  the  most 
enormous  responsibility  and  the  most

Against  Nationalization 

Lord  Buckmaster,  an  ex-Lord 
Chancellor  of  Great  Britain,  in  oppos- 
ing the  Ways  and  Communications 
Bill,  said: 

"I  am  opposed  to  nationalization 
because  I  believe  it  will  prove  nothing 
but  a  curse  to  the  poorer  people  of  I 
this  country.  It  will  diminish  produc- 
tion of  the  commodities  necessary  for 
the  support  of  life,  on  the  abundant 
development  of  which  we  can  alone 
make  the  lot  of  the  people  easier. 

"No  success  can  be  obtained  in  in- 
dustry except  by  incessant  and  unspar* 
ing  effprt.  In  order  that  that  may  be 
achieved  the  men  directing  affairs 
cannot  work  limited  hours,  they  can-  , 
not  be  content  with  limited  salaries, 
the  real  Incentive  to  effort  Is  the  spur 
of  srybltlon,  the  hope  of  reward,  the 
fear  of  failure;  and  it  Is  because  theru 
are  lacking  in  Government  control 
that,  sooner  or  later,  every  Oovern- 
ment Department  undertaking  any 
great  Industry,  though  It  may  be 
manned  by  men  of  great  intelligence 
and  integrity,  becAnes,  nevertheless, 
1  the  home  <#!  waste  and  sick 
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Every  true  mother  realizes  the  fact  that  her  baby's  health  de- 
pends upon  her  own,  that  the  very  vitality  of  her  child  is  influenced 
by  her  own  physical  condition.

Mr.  A.  C  Flumerfelt  Outline* 
Views  on  Social  and  Indus- 
trial Situation— Must  Be 
Profit  Sharing  He  Says.

long  as  that  condition  exists  the 
rntion  trill  bo  denied  permanent 
prosperity,  Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt  told 
tlio  Rotary  Club  at  tU  luncheon  yds- 
terdey  to  the  Empress  Hotel.  Hr. 
Flumerfelt  spoke  on  the  causes  of 
the  present  social  and  Industrial  un- 
rest and  attempted  to  outline  Its 
remedy.  Ho  pointed  out  that  If  there 
was  to  bo  substantial  co-operation 
between  capital  and  labor  It  was 
dear  feat  a  practical  scheme  for 
profit-sharing  would  have  to  bo  de- 
flood  and  universally  applied. 

"Things  never  happen;  they  are 
always  brought  about."  said  Mr. 
Flumerfelt. 

*In  other  words,  each  la  a  framer 
of  his  or  bar  own  destiny,  as  Is  every 
notion.  The  principle  of  cause  and 
effect  Is  everywhere  apparent.  The 
advantages  and  comforts  ws  enjoy 
have  boon  bought  with  a  price,  like- 
wise the  burdens  and  difficulties  we 
experience  are  the  result  of  some 
preceding;  cause. 

"The  subject  chosen  for  these  few 
minutes,    "The   Present   Unrest;    its 
Causes,  Its  Remedies,"  is  one  I  think 
wo  may  wall  give  attention  to,  and 
to  my  bumble  opinion,  this  is  the 
time  for  self  examination   to   deter- 
mine, if  wo  can,  Just  what  our  condi- 
tion is  and  what,  if  anything,  can  be 
done  by  us  to  improve    and  correct. 
It  Is  well  known  that  a  groat  unrest 
and    dissatisfaction    exists     in     every 
country  of  the  world,  and  while  it 
!s  natural  that  those  particular  coun- 
tries  that   have   been   more   directly 
affected  by  the  war  should  suffer  in 
this  regard.    Look  for  a  moment  at 
thO  difficulties  which   present  them- 
selves   In   the   Government   of  India. 
Read   if  you  will,   the  seething  un- 
rest presently     apparent     in     £outh 
Africa.    Go  to  Australia  and  consider 
the  questions  there.     In  Egypt  there 
are  many  complex  problems  to   say 
nothing  of  the  Orient,  and  coming  to 
our   own    continent    one    reads    daily 
accounts   of   disturbances   and   many 
varied   problems   which   tax  to    the 
(limit    the    mental    powers    of    those 
who  are  in  responsible  positions.

"Do  you  know  the  statistics  oT 
your  own  country?  Do  you  know 
the  progress  of  Canada  In  the  last 
twenty  years  speaking  from  a  popu- 
lation standpoint  is  three  times 
greater  than  ever  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  for  a  similar  period. 
Are  you  aware  that  the  per  capita 
trade  of  Canada  Is  many  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  United 
States? 

"Canada,  If  anything,  is  a  great 
agricultural  country,  and  do  you 
lenow     that     three-quarters     of

"Coming  to  our  own  Dominion  one 
cannot  but  admit  that  never  In   its 
history  have  ws  experienced  such  na- 
tional widespread     unrest    and     dis- 
satisfaction as  at  present.    Industrial 
and  commercial  war  and  rumors  of 
wf^»      war  svefywhere  in  evidence.     A  gen- 
eral dissatisfaction  among  the  various 
labor  organisations  and     the    soldier 
and  sailor  element  of  our  people;  the 
.  dependents  of  our  noble  soldiers  who 
have  fallen,  who  in  many  cases  are 
suffering  intensely  by  reason   of  the 
existing  conditions,   and   the  general 
public   growing   sullen   and   ugly   by 
reason  of  .  heavy  taxation,     the     in- 
creased cost  of  the  necessities  of  life 
together     with     unemployment,    and 
unfortunately  for  us,  there  are  no  In- 
dications on  our  hortson  of  any  im- 
mediate relief.     It  therefore  appears 
to  me  that  the  broad  bold  statement 
that  there   Is  an   unrest   in   Canada 
needs  no  argument  to  convince  the 
most  sceptical.     There     is    no  doubt 
that  such   a   statement   may  be   as- 
serted without  the  fear  of  successful 
contradiction.    This   point    being  es- 
tablished,     let   us     Investigate     and 
ascertain  if  we  can  what  has  brought 
about  this  condition.

"No  ono  would  be  so  bold  as  to 
assort  that  there     Is     anything     ap- 
proaching unity  in  ths  Dominion  to- 
a#*  day.     Our  people  are  divided  bn  the 

tariff,  on  taxation,  on  the  oost  of  liv- 
ing, on  wages  and  hours,  upon  the 
military,  industrial  and  economic 
regulations  presently  existing.  Prov- 
inces are  not  in  harmony  with  the 
Dominion  policy,  prohibitionists  and 
non-pTohlbltioists.  racial  and  creedal 
differences  obtain  and  Jealousies  even 
in  local  affairs. 

"Ons  should  expect,  and  I  believe 
It  is  best  that  wo  should   have   dl- 
,  visions  on  general  policy,  but  if  there 

are  so    many    and    varied    factions, 
r*  surely  we  cannot  claim  that  we  have 

unity.  During  tho  war  come  differ- 
enees  existed,  but  speaking  broadly 
there  was  a  unity  in  the  mind  of  the 
people,  the  hearts  of  all  right  think- 
ing Canadians  being  influenced  to- 
/   ward  ono  object,  namely,  tho  winning

In  other  words 
are  we  not  in  actual  practice  shirking 
the  burdens  which  should  fairly  be 
carried  by  ourselves  and  patting  ths 
same  upon  the  shouldsrs  of  others 
and  thereby  unfairly  increasing  the 
load. 

"Only  by  the  widest  stretch  of  im- 
agination could  anyone  accuse  Cana- 
dians of  being  economical.    Evidences 
without  number  are  all    around     us 
which  indicate  that  ws  are  without 
that   frugality   which    outlaws   waste 
and  extravagance,  and  wo  are  there- 
by the  promoters  of  covetous  discon- 
tent    We  are  great  wasters,  individ- 
ually and  collectively;  we  have  dissi- 
pated  our   heritage.     We   have  been 
profligates,     we     have     been    spend- 
thrifts in  our  natural  resources     as 
well  as  in     our  energies     and     our 
minds.     We   have  been   reckless,  we 
have  been  money  reckless;  we  have 
been  ambition  reckless;  we  have  been 
society    reckless;    wherever    and      in 
whatever  sphere  we  my  have  been 
we  have  piled  our  speculations  to  tho 
tottering  point,   and  literally.   In   the 
heat  of  today,  we  have  forgotten  to 
take  thought  for  tomorrow.    We  have 
become  luxury-loving  and  in     conse- 
quence of  which  are  lesi  able  to  take 
a  man's  part  In  the  battle  of  life. 
Not  Enough   to  Go  Hound 
"I  submit  that  I  havs  not  spoken 
In  a  spirit  of  pessimism.     I  have  and 
enjoy    my   full    share    of    pride    nnd 
exultation  In  our  country's     material 
advancement.   Its  limitless   resources; 
Its  wonderful  industrial     commercial 
growth^and  development,  and  I  also 
bow   In   humility   when   I   remember 
the  bravery  ar.d  heroism  of  our  Cana- 
dian forces.     Nature  Is  very  rich,  yet 
man,  the  heir  of  theso  great  riches. 
Is   every  where     poor.     There-    never 
seems  to  be  enough   of  anything  to 
go  round.    Never  in  this  happy  coun- 
try or  elsswhsrs.     except     In     "the 
land  of  miracle"  where  they  did  all 
eat  and   were   filled,   has   there   ever 
been  enough  for  the  people.  Wo  have 
the  speotacle  of     overflowing     mills 
and     elevators.     We     have     factories 
filled  to  the  limit  with  clothing,  boots 
and  woolens.     We     have     well -filled 
storage  pants.    We  have  coal  beyond 
man's  computation,  and  yet  there  are 
numberless   hungry   and    naked    and 
cold. 

"Mr.  Average  Man,  on  a  salary.  Is 
forced  to  the  limit  of  his  strength  to 
provide  for  himself  and  family,  food, 
shelter  and  clothing.  He  works  8.  • 
or  10  hours  a  day.  and  the  result  of 
bis  labor  as  represented  In  dollars 
provides  the  necessaries  of  life.  As 
time  goes  on  he  finds  that  this  num- 
ber of  dollars  received  monthly  for 
the  same  work  and  with  the  same 
energy  does  not  always  provide  the 
equal  number  of  pounds  of  beef  or 
pairs  of  shoes,  or  gallons  of  milk. 
The  question  naturally  arises  here. 
^'Why,  Is  this  the  case?"  My  answer 
to  this  query,  while  plenty  is  possible

est  country  in  the  world  In  water 
power,  and  have  you  considered  that 
In  the  essential  things  that  make  for 
the  well-being  of  the  citizens  by  way 
of  educational  Institutions,  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  Justice  and  in  the 
customs  of  llberty-lovlng  religious 
people,  we  have  everything  that  goes 
to  make  for  a  great  nation. 

"Would  that  I  had  the  power  of 
speech,  that  heart-compelling  power, 
that  flaming  tongue  that  would  burn 
for  action  the  heart  of  every  man 
who  listens  to  the  facts  that  I  have 
been  endeavoring  to  present  so  that 
he  would  not  only  understand  them 
from  a  mental  point,  but  his  vert 
nature  should  become  saturated  with 
these  ideals,  and  that  we  as  Cana- 
dians, may  be  freed  from  these 
wretched  sordid,  loathsome  things' 
that  have  depraved  and  are  still  do- 
pressing  our  people  Individually  and 
nationally,  that  we  may  keep  this 
country  truly  great  and  truly  free  In 
the  highest  and  best  sense  of  the 
term. 

Remedy  Is  to  Work 

"What  are  the  remedies?  In  my 
opinion  there  is  no  condition  that 
makes  for  the  best  In  the  Individual 
and1  consequently  In  the  nation,  as 
nations  are  composed  of  individuals 
from  a  physical,  moral  and  intellec- 
tual viewpoint,  as  to  be  constantly 
and  sincerely  active,  and  my  answer 
to  the  query  that  I  have  propounded 
Is  work,  and  still  to  work. 

"The  great  philosopher,  Carlyle, 
gave  expression  to  this  thought  in 
speaking  of  the  conditions  existing  In 
his  community,  by  saying,  "Produce, 
in  God's  name,  produce."  The  good 
old  book  which  I  sometimes  read 
contains  the  definite  statement  that 
"He  who  will  not  work,  neither  shall 
he  eat."  and  the  dictum  that  came 
to  the  human  race  in  Its  earliest  his- 
tory and  which  from  the  experience 
of  centuries  has  proven  wise  Is  that 
the  solution  for  human  Ills  as  shown 
by  the  progress  of  our  civilization  is 
to  be  continuously  active. 

Too  Few  Producers 
"The  difficulty  with  Canada  as 
with  many  other  countries  is  that  we 
have  too  few  producing,  and  we  can 
never  be  really  prosperous  until  each 
and  every  man  does  his  share.  Na- 
ture neves,  stands  still;  progress, 
growth  and  development  Is  every- 
where in  evidence.  Idleness  Is  de- 
structive. When  I  was  a  boy  I  was 
very  fond  of  a  motto  that  ran  some- 
thing like  this: 

"Lost — Somewhere  between  sunrise 
and  snnset,  two  golden  hours,  each 
set  with  sixty  diamond  minutes. 
There  Is  no  reward  as  they  are  lost 
forever." 

"Just  here  let  me  say  that  while 
one  may  waste  money.  n#y  even 
waste  health,  both  may  be  recovered, 
but  on  no  possible  basis  can  we  waste 
time  and  ever  make  up  the  loss. 
Bach  day  It  appears  as  though'  we 
entered  upon  a  new  world  and  were 
given  a  clean  white  paper  upon  which 
to  write  the  records  of  the  day,  and 
once  those  records  are  written  they 
can  never  be  erased,  but  the  same 
goes  relentlessly  on  Into  the  past  to 
meet  us  perhaps,  only  In  memory, 
that  the  act  of  Today  largely  deter- 
mines the  life  of  Tomorrow.  Time 
sometimes  seems  to  me  to  bo  a  flow- 
ing river  bearing  In  Its  currents  and 
on  Its  bosom  the  different  passing 
events.  We  perhaps  see  them  as  they 
approach,  coming  swiftly  upon  us. 
with  us  a  short  time  and  passing  out 
of  sight,  and  are  gone  forever,  swept 
out  into  the  boundless  ocean  of  the 
past.     So  it  1*  with  us  in  life. 

"But  how  are  we  to  improve  and 
make  stable  our  conditions  having 
due  regard  to  all  the  disabilities  that 
surround  us.  Labor  has  Its  rights: 
capital  also  has  Its  rights.  The  profit 
arising  from  the  •  partnership  of 
theso  two  novo  not,  In  my  opinion, 
boon  equaly  or  fairly  dlstributsd. 
and  to  our  Industrial  work,  even  a 
fair  measure  of  peace  can  never  be 
secured  until  this  principle  Is  recog- 
nised. Wo  each  of  us  must  acknowl- 
edge' that  the  employers'  responsi- 
bility does  not  cease  with  the  emPg»  - 
nrsnt  of  labor  and  the  payment  of 


the  weekly  wages.  The  human  ele- 
ment is  a  factor  which  must  come 
Into  the  computation.  The  man  re- 
ceiving the  wages  must  also  recog- 
nise to  the  full  the  responsibility  of 
doing  his  fair  share,  and  if  the  part-

ing  upon  each  of  these  classes  must 
of  necessity  be  also  equal. 

Spend  and  Be  Spent 
"Then,  too,  as  individuals  and  citi- 
zens, we  must  take  our  full  share  of 
public    responsibility;      we    must      bo 
willing    to    subordinate    our    personal 
Interests   for   the  general  weal.     We 
must,   in   other  words,   be  willing  to 
spend    and    be    spent,    first,    In    the 
prosecution  of  our  own  business  and 
thereby      adding     to      the      national 
wealth,    but   we    must   also    be    con- 
tributing factors  in  the  safeguarding 
and  building  up  of  our  national  life. 
"Our   Canadian   troops   have   writ- 
ten Canada's  name   high  among  the 
nations  of  the  world.     We  have  re- 
ceived them   back  with  brass  bands, 
much  oratory  and  great  acclaim.  We 
hailed  them  as  victors  and  our  sav- 
iors;   practically    speaking    we    have 
strewn    their    pathway    with    flowers 
and  placed     upon     their     head     the 
crown  of  Victory,  but  are  we  not  In 
danger,  by  neglect  and  selfishness  of 
substituting   for    the    Crown    of  Vic- 
tory, the  Crown  of  thorns.     May  the 
members  of  this  Club  bs  fired  with 
the   determination  to   see   that  com- 
mon Justice  is  done  those  men  and 
devise  some  practical  plan  to  secure 
for    them    the    square    deal.      Would 
not  the  Introduction  of  general  profit 
sharing  In  the  industries  profoundly 
affect  the   character  and  attitude  of 
our   labor   unions?     They  would   no 
longer  have  as  their  chief  aim   and 
object    war    with    capital.      Such    a 
plan   might  at  last  realise  the  hope 
that   employers   and    employees,   rich 
and   poor,   would   really     co-operate, 
and  these   two  great   forces  then  be 
made  one  and  indivisible.     Then  we 
shall    have    progress;    then    we   shall 
have  real  prosperity  and  shall  have 
made    great   strides    toward   equality 
and  general  human  content. 

"The  Allies  won  the  battle  against 
Germany  only  after  many  differences 
had  disappeared,  and  great  strength, 
wealth  and  interests  joined  under 
one  command:  so  the  industrial  and 
political  problems  which  now  darken 
our  horizon  can  only  be  solved  by  the 
united,  patriotic  effort  of  all  real 
Canadians  who  will  forget  sectional, 
racial  and  creedal  differences,  and 
act  in  one  strong  co-operation  for 
the   common   good.

Warship  Tha1  Brought  Prince 
of  Wales  Is  750  Feet  Long 
—Built  During  Second  Year 

•  of  War,

H.M.S.  Renown»  which  brought  the 
Prince  of  Wales  across  the  oceaa,  is 
one  of  the  battlecrulsers  which  was 
built  In  record  time  In  the  second 
year  of  the  war.  She  la  th*  sister  ship 
of  the  Repujee.  and  these  two  combine 
several  unique  features  of  the  modern 
cruiser.  Their  main  armament  of 
six  fifteen-inch  guns  is  but  two  less 
than  the  Royal  Sovereign  type,  the 
heaviest  armament  in  the  British 
navy.  Their  speed,  greater  than  that 
of  all  other  armored  ships  of  their 
class,  is  thirty-two  knots  an  hour, 
seven  knots  mora  than  that  of  the 
Queen  Elisabeth  type.  In  their  length 
of  750  feet  they  are  comparable  only 
to  the  largest  of  ocsan  liners,'  for  all 
other  war  craft  now  afloat  falls  short 
of  them  by  many  feet. 

The  main  armament  constats  of  six 
flfteen-inch   guns,      mounted     on   the 
middle    line,    two    pairs.  In    barbette* 
forward,  and  one  pair  aft.     The    two 
pairs  forward  are  respectively  thirty- 
five  feet  and  forty-five  feet  above  the 
water  line,  and  the  guns  of  the  after 
barbette  are  twenty-three  foot  above 
it.

The 
ships    have    also    three-inch    anti-air- 
craft guns,   and  two  twenty-one-inch 
submerged  torpedo  tubes.
